Bro. Godfrey was born in St. Albans, Hertfordshire, England on 
December 26, 1944. He received his elementary and 
secondary schooling in London, and later in Isle of Wight. In 
1962 he attended the Isle of Wight Technical College studying 
Electrical Engineering, but in 1965 he was accepted into 
Worcester College of Education (now Worcester University) to 
train as a teacher. Qualifying as a teacher (Diploma in 
Education - University of Birmingham) in 1968, he immigrated 
to Canada to begin his teaching career, first in Shaunavon, Saskatchewan, then to 
Sparwood, BC in 1970. He transferred to Victoria BC in 1974. For the next 29 years he 
taught elementary school and became a Vice-Principal. He attended University of 
Victoria, graduated with B. Ed. in Mathematics and Art (1980).

Report on the Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of North America 
February 2012 - Atlanta, Georgia 

Bonnie and I were privileged once again to represent the Supreme Council of the A. & 
A.S.R. of Freemasonry of Canada at the Conference of Grand Masters of North 
America. The conference was held at the Sheraton Downtown Atlanta Hotel in Atlanta 
Georgia. Following is a short report on the Conference activities and some comments 
on general items of discussion among the participants.

Bros. Seale and McNaughton on the 
Tuesday morning. 
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This Conference is the premier event for Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of the 
United States, Canada and Mexico.

Canada Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges. The conference was held at 
the Hilton Airport Hotel in Winnipeg, Manitoba. Following is a short report on the 
Conference activities and some comments on general items of discussion among the 
participants. 

This Conference is the only event at which all 10 Grand Lodges of Canada plus the 
District Grand Lodge of Scotland (NFL) are in attendance.

Grand Treasurer-General’s Report 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 
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I am once again pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Auditor’s 
report for the year ended May 31, 2012, which will be published in the Annual 
Proceedings of this Session. Copies of these financial statements, which were 
approved following a meeting with our auditors can be found in the “Preliminary 
Proceedings.” The Financial Statements constitute both a general and detailed report 
of all revenues and expenses during the year pursuant to Article .28 [c] of the Statutes 
and Regulations of Supreme Council. 

The audited financial statements for Supreme Council for the year ended May 31,2012, 
were reviewed and discussed in detail with our auditors Grant Thornton LLP, Chartered 
Accountants. For the year ended May 31,2012, your Supreme Council experienced an 
excess of expenses over revenue before unrealized gain [loss] on investments in the 
amount of $ 39,564 as compared to an excess of revenue over expenses in the amount 
of $ 41,064 for fiscal 2011. 

The statements of operations and the related schedules of expenses, which can be 
found in the “Preliminary Proceedings” present the results of operations for the year 
ended May 31,2012 together with the comparative figures for the year ended May 31,2011. 

In many areas, the operations for the year compared favourably to budget i.e. Revenue 
[$ 210,390 actual compared to budgeted amount of $215,200], Activities $ 14,731 
actual compared to budgeted amount of $15,300 and Officers and Committees [$ 
84,900 actual compared to budgeted amount of $ 89,295]. 

Areas of significant difference are as follows: Administration [$ 220,018 actual 
compared to budgeted amount of $ 132,200], Annual Sessions [$ 2,160 excess of 
revenue over expenses after travel of $ 23,318 compared to budgeted amount of 
excess of expenses over revenue after travel of $ 25,000], Net Investment Income 
[$67,535 actual compared to budgeted amount of $ 80,000]. 

The difference in Administration costs can be basically attributed to three issues: 

Changes to staffing in the office of the Grand Secretary-General whereby two long-term 
employees were terminated with the result that severance was paid out in the amount of 
$48,525. 

The departure of these individuals also resulted in the necessity to bring in part-time 
clerical staff at an increased cost. 

With the various learning centres obtaining independent status, the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation, effective November 1, 2011 reduced the Supreme Council 
clerical services hours' allocation percentage and these additional operating costs were 
in turn allocated to Supreme Council in the areas of staffing and equipment cost 
allocation. 
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The difference with respect to the Annual Session Cost is somewhat self-explanatory 
and the Thunder Bay Organizing Committee are to be congratulated on not only the 
Session, but the financial success as well. A Job Well Done! 

Financial Instruments 


As indicated in the notes to the financial statements, effective June 1, 2008, the 
organization adopted the accounting and disclosure requirements of the CICA’s two 
new accounting standards, Section 3862, Financial Instruments Disclosures, and 
Section 3863, Financial Instruments - Presentation. 

Effective June 1, 2008, the organization also adopted the CICA’s new accounting 
standard, Section 1535, Capital Disclosures, which requires the disclosure of both 
quantitative and qualitative information that enables the users of financial statements to 
evaluate the entity’s objectives, policies and processes for managing capital. 

The new standard did not have a material effect on the financial statements. 

As a result of the foregoing policy, it was necessary to provide for an unrealized loss on 
investments in the amount of $ 101,579 which resulted in an overall excess of expenses 
over revenue of $ 141,143 [i.e. $ 39,564 + $ 101,579]. 

Investments 


Our investment portfolios continue to be in the care of R.B.C. Dominion Securities and 
continue to perform relatively well despite the recent market volatility experienced over 
the past year as a result of European and American debt concerns and the recovery 
process of the American economy. I would recommend that they continue to be 
engaged for the ensuing year. The net value of the assets of the Supreme Council as 
at May 31,2012 consisting of cash on deposit and cash equivalents, investments at fair 
value together with amounts receivable, inventory and prepaid items, less liabilities for 
accounts payable and fees paid in advance totaled $ 1,562,311 as compared to 
$ 1,703,454 as at May 31,2011. 

Our investment income aggregated $ 75,684 for the year ended May 31, 2012 as 
compared to $ 68,566 in the prior year. The net loss on the disposal of investments 
during the year amounted to $ 8,149 as compared to net realized gains on the sale of 
investments in the prior year of $13,434. Your Trustees and investment advisors 
continue to work within the guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment Policy, 
whereby the portfolios are generally managed within a maximum of 70% / 30% split of 
fixed income to equity investments. The details of the investment portfolios can be 
found in the audited financial statements and in the report of the Trustees. 

Note: Giving consideration to cash requirements during the past fiscal year, it was 
necessary to transfer from the General Investment Portfolio amounts aggregating 
$ 115,000 to fund ongoing operations of Supreme Council. 
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In accordance with Art.28 [d] of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand Treasurer- 
General has submitted a draft annual budget plan for the ensuing fiscal year i.e. June 1, 
2012 to May 31, 2013. This proposed budget has been submitted to the Chairman of 
Audit and Finance and his committee for review and will be addressed in detail in due 
course and submitted for your approval. 

Actions During The Year 

In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General as outlined 
in the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand Treasurer-General, 
Grand Secretary-General and Chief Operating Officer are in regular communication 
throughout the year with our representative at R.B.C. Dominion Securities to review the 
investment portfolio and its performance. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Chief Operating 
Officer have met on a regular basis to review various matters in connection with the 
financial affairs of Supreme Council and other staffing and office matters. As indicated 
above, we have also met with our Auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants to 
review their report and the year-end audited financial statements. A special thanks to 
our auditors Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants, LLP for their overall assistance 
and interest during the year. 

Special Candidates Fund 

Once again, I am pleased to report that as a result of your confirmation to establish a 
Candidates’ Capital Fund, this new fund, as outlined in the audited financial statements 
received the initial seed money of $ 15,000 together with the contributions from the 
candidates and investment income over the past few years. The investment portfolio for 
this fund at fair value now aggregates $ 79,622 plus cash equivalents of $ 3,586 for a 
total of $ $ 83,208. 

This fund will increase with the contributions from this year’s class by approximately 
$ 4,950 i.e. 33 x $ 150. From here on in, the joining fee as outlined in the Statutes and 
Regulations of Supreme Council of every new Honorary Inspector-General will include 
an amount of $150 or such amount as determined by Supreme Council from time to 
time. This amount will be invested in this Special Candidates’ Capital Fund. 

Again, It is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, annually 
Supreme Council would withdraw say eighty-five [85%] percent of the income earned by 
the fund to assist with the financial operations of Supreme Council. The capital would 
remain in tact. Accordingly, each year the fund will increase by the fifteen [15%] of the 
investment income retained in the fund, as well as the contributions made by the fees 
paid by the new Honorary Inspector-Generals and hopefully by capital appreciation on 
the investments being held. This recommendation, now implemented will provide an 
annual renewable source of capital in the future. 
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Recommendations 


Membership 

As Grand Treasurer-General, I believe that it is incumbent upon me to again bring the 
following information and recommendation to the Supreme Council. 

In common with many fraternal organizations, declining membership and the associated 
loss of per-capita revenue as a result thereof, continue to plague our Supreme Council. 

The declining membership ultimately necessitates increased per-capita assessments to 
meet ever increasing costs, which in turn transfers the financial burden to the 
constituent bodies, who are experiencing the declining membership and the related 
financial hardships due to increased costs of operations. 

The result is that we are in a continual downward spiral. 

Accordingly, as your Grand Treasurer-General, I would once again suggest that our 
Supreme Council give serious consideration to embarking on a cross-Canada 
membership drive, carefully orchestrated to raise membership awareness and to 
establish new membership goals for each Valley. Naturally, such a program would 
require a dedicated team to design, implement and monitor the progress of the 
endeavour. This would no doubt necessitate the creation of new pamphlets and related 
membership material outlining Scottish Rite Masonry and the inherent value of 
membership in this time honoured fraternity. 

Membership Statistics 

Membership numbers are critical to not only the records of Supreme Council, but the 
various valleys as they dictate the annual assessment to Supreme Council. I would 
recommend that a small committee of Hamilton and local brethren be established to 
work with the Supreme Council staff to undertake a project to compare each valleys 
membership statistics to the records maintained by Supreme Council with a view to 
reconciling any differences. 

Travel and Expense Allowance Submissions 

By way of a reminder to those brethren of Supreme Council, who submit travel and 
expenses for re-imbursement that it is imperative that these submissions are submitted 
on a timely and frequent basis and not left until the end of the year or even worse after 
the year end, which is May 31, annually. 

Doing so not only distorts the annual financial statements, but the current and prior 
year’s budget. Failure to comply , could result in the office denying the submission. 
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Special Candidates’ Fees 

In view of the fact that the Special Candidates’ Fund was established in 2005 and that 
the annual fee during this period has remained unchanged, I would recommend that the 
Special Candidates’ Fee be increased to $200 effective for the 2013 Annual Session. 

This will not only include an inflation factor, but will partially offset the recent smaller 
classes. 

Conclusion 


In closing, I would once again wish to record a word of appreciation to all the Supreme 
Council staff for their loyal support throughout the year. And to all the Supreme Council 
brethren who have conscientiously applied fiduciary accountability in helping Supreme 
Council keep expenditures to budget. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General acknowledges the work and efforts of III. Bro. Kenneth 
Rutherford 33’ Chief Operating Officer and I would like to welcome to the office of the 
Grand Secretary-General Ms. Leslie Drake and Ms. Carol Burke. I look forward to 
working with them in the future. 

Again, a special word of thanks to III. Matthew F. Todd, 33 Q , Sovereign Grand 
Commander, III. Bro. Richard Brown, 33 Q , Lieutenant Grand Commander, 33 Q , III. Bro. 
Terry McLean, 33 9 , Grand Secretary-General and again III. Bro. Kenneth Rutherford, 
33 9 , Chief Operating Officer and the office staff at Supreme Council for all their 
assistance rendered to the Grand Treasurer-General during the past year.

THE GENERAL STATE OF THE RITE 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 
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Introduction 


In compliance with Article 40(d) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, 
your committee is pleased to submit this annual report which contains matters 
pertaining to the State of the Rite throughout this jurisdiction. 

The Committee notes the untimely death of its Chairman, Donald N. Campbell, 33°. III. 
Bro. Gareth Taylor, 33°, in his report as a Deputy for Ontario states: 

“The Valley of Barrie suffered an enormous loss with the passing of III. Bro. Donald N. 
Campbell, 33°, Past Active Member of Supreme Council on May 28, 2012. III. Bro. 
Campbell was one of the most respected Masons in all of Canada, and fiercely 
dedicated to the Valley of Barrie. He served as our Active Member for 14 years, Deputy 
for Ontario for three terms, and as Grand Secretary-General of Supreme Council as 
well. His sage advice, direction and leadership will be very much missed. A Masonic 
Service in Donald’s honour was held on May 29 with a host of Masons in attendance - 
including the Deputy Grand Master and our Sovereign Grand Commander. His funeral 
on May 30 was equally well attended with many friends, family - and numerous Scottish 
Rite members - there to support June and the Campbell family and to celebrate Don’s 
life.” 

Across Canada 

The Committee commends the efforts of the Deputies to provide informative and 
comprehensive reports of the Valleys under their care and recommends that the reports 
be carefully read to gain an appreciation of the ongoing efforts of the Valleys to promote 
Membership, Leadership and Communication in their respective Valleys. The Valleys 
efforts to promote the Foundation and the Learning Centres are also worthy of note. 

The Committee also notes the initiatives of the Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. 
Matthew F. Todd, 33° and the Advisory Council to promote Leadership, Membership 
and Communication initiatives throughout Canada. 

Membership 

The Committee noted that the Deputies reported that the Valleys are all aware of 
declining membership numbers. 

An analysis of our membership numbers reveals the following: 

• From 2003 to 2011 the membership of Scottish Rite in Canada fell by 
approximately 5,000 from 21,616 members to 16,650 members - a drop of 
approximately 23%. Membership drops range from approximately 20% in Ontario 
and Quebec to 28% to 33% in the other jurisdictions. 

• The number of initiates reported for 2009 = 344, for 2010 = 393 and for 2011 = 
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395. On a positive note, initiation numbers appear to be on the rise in most 
jurisdictions. 

• The percentage of Master Masons who are members of Scottish Rite varies from 
just over 11% in one jurisdiction to a high of 24% in Ontario. 

The initiatives of Valleys to hold Master Mason information nights (including the 
presentation of excerpts from various degrees), to provide Degree Teams to assist with 
degree work in Craft Lodges and to provide support to numerous projects within their 
respective communities all contribute to our efforts to attract Master Masons to our 
ranks. 

Supporting our Foundation and Learning Centres by organizing fund raising events not 
only benefits those organizations but also provides opportunities for members to work 
together on projects and present Scottish Rite in a favourable light to their respective 
communities and the Master Masons residing in those areas. 

Valleys are encouraged to review their own membership statistics and establish both 
short term and long term goals to increase their numbers. 

Leadership 

Leadership training initiatives are occurring at Valley, Jurisdiction and Supreme Council 
levels. A number of the Deputies’ Reports mention concerns about identifying, training 
and retaining leaders within the bodies. Jurisdictional workshops, national educational 
training materials and perhaps amendments to the Constitution and Regulations may be 
necessary to address this very important area. 

Supreme Council Members are continuing their discussions and are gathering materials 
to address this initiative. 

Communication 

Valleys are encouraged to explore ways of improving communication with their 
members. A number of Valleys are providing information by means of newsletters, 
websites and revised notice formatting. Visitation within and between Valleys and the 
exchange of degree teams has many benefits, none more important than the tries of 
fellowship it affords. The use of Social Media is being explored by several Valleys. 

The development and distribution of brochures is also an important initiative in our 
efforts to provide Master Masons and our communities and insight into the mission of 
Scottish Rite Freemasonry. Articles pertaining to Scottish Rite are occasionally 
included in Lodge, Concordant Body and Grand Lodge publications. Valleys are 
encouraged to explore those opportunities. 

The Supreme Council Deputies and the Advisory Council continue to use conference 
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calls as a means to exchange ideas and to provide updates to the Sovereign Grand 
Commander. 

A review of our national website has been authorized by the Sovereign Grand 
Commander. A report on this important communication tool and the launch of a new 
website is scheduled for September. The Clarion and Communique continue to fill 
important roles in the national communication strategy. 

Personal communication is held in high importance by our Sovereign Grand 
Commander and to that end it is noted that III. Bro. Matthew F. Todd, 33° has completed 
his visits to all of our Valleys and has represented our Supreme Council in an exemplary 
manner throughout his tenure at national and international events. 

Recognition 

Your committee extends its sincere thanks to all who provided information in the 
preparation of this report and 

• to the Active, Past Active and Honourary Members of the Supreme Council for 
their continued support of the Scottish Rite through their attendance at numerous 
valley and concordant body events and their active participation in degree work; 

• to the Valleys for their efforts to recognize longstanding members of their 
respective Valleys and their efforts to provide social events to involve the families 
of their members; and 

• to the Executive Secretary and the staff at the Supreme Council Office for their 
assistance to the members of this committee.

Report of the Standing Committee On 

AUDIT AND FINANCE 

To the Supreme Council, 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and brethren; 
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Article 40(a) of the Statutes and Regulations details the duties of the Committee on 
Audit and Finance and the committee now reports to Supreme Council on the discharge 
of those duties. 

Constituent Body Financial Returns 

Every Valley is required to submit a copy of its financial statements to each of its 
members annually. It is also required to submit an Annual Return to Supreme Council 
using prescribed forms. The major activity of this committee is to examine and report on 
these returns with two objectives: firstly to offer information that may assist the 
constituent bodies in their financial planning and secondly, to ensure that every member 
of those bodies is adequately informed regarding the financial condition of the Valley. In 
this manner all members of the Scottish Rite enjoy an entitlement to this information as 
it pertains to their Valley. They also share a corresponding duty to act to maintain the 
financial health of the Valley or to improve that health where remedial action is 
necessary. 

Adequate information includes the data that populates the AF slate of financial return 
forms IN THAT FORMAT so that the financial figures most relevant to an assessment of 
financial health are highlighted clearly for the consideration of the brethren. 

The text of this report to this point reads exactly as it did in last year’s annual report of 
the committee. Perhaps some of you have it memorized and are starting to nod off, 
however, the report reads as it does because each point is important and bears 
repeating. More importantly, it constitutes a call for action to all who have influence in 
realizing the expectations of Supreme Council that it conveys. 

Most Valleys provide members with a copy of their financial statements. Too many do 
not submit their financial returns on the prescribed forms so the clarity we hoped for 
regarding crucial indicators of financial health, and thereby the understanding of the 
members of the Valley, is impaired. The use of prescribed forms is in the control of the 
Valley leadership. Each year there is a conscious decision made to use them or ignore 
them or to complete them well, poorly or not at all. The analysis of some documents is 
akin to an exercise in reading tea leaves to discover if any understandable and accurate 
information is present. If we as a committee have difficulty with documents bearing no 
relation to the prescribed forms or understandable financial documents, it seems self- 
evident that the Valleys in this category are failing to adequately inform their members 
on these matters. It follows that if a true picture of financial health cannot be discerned 
neither can issues be identified and remedied. This committee recommends in the 
strongest terms possible that those in leadership positions in the Valleys and those 
charged with their oversight work diligently to ensure the fundamental duty of keeping 
our membership properly informed is accomplished by the means stipulated by our 
Supreme Council. Only then can this committee perform adequately the task of 
assisting those Valleys in need of assistance as it should. 

To the Valleys: 
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Please use the prescribed forms and only the prescribed forms. The use of old versions, 
now years out of date and any other form of financial statements, is not appropriate. To 
those Valleys with the means to produce audited financial statements it should take very 
little more effort to populate the AF forms and set a leadership example for other 
Valleys. Supreme Council has discontinued the practice of receiving financial 
statements in favour of requiring only the prescribed set of AF forms from all Valleys 
and all Valleys should adhere to this position. Should the AF forms reveal data that is 
confusing or contradictory, the reviewer will contact the Valleys for clarification and 
perhaps review the financial documents on which the Valley relied but there is no 
obligation for the Valley to remit anything but all of the AF forms as its financial return. 

Fully complete those prescribed forms. The rationale for reporting year over year figures 
in the almoners’ accounts has been explained in detail in earlier reports of this 
committee, however, some Valleys continue to leave this area blank. Too many Valleys 
do not complete the five year financial forecasts and that is a crucial omission when 
trying to identify trends and prepare for the future. Could it be that some Valleys never 
read the Annual Report of this committee? Can this be possible? If so, it must be left to 
others to bring these matters to their attention. Other forms are often only partially 
completed and on one occasion there was a question mark beside a particular item, 
indicating an acknowledged lack of understanding on the part of the person completing 
it. Please remember your ability to contact the reviewer for your Valley for assistance. 
This committee has communicated with most, if not all, Valleys over the years with a 
standing offer of assistance when requested. The Supreme Council office and the 
Deputies are aware of the contact information and the reviewers responsible for the 
particular Valley seeking the information or assistance. 

This year seemed to be the year of the “perfect storm.” For a variety of reasons many of 
the returns which were to be submitted to the Supreme Council office were not and a 
number of those that were received were delayed in reaching the reviewers of this 
committee. Some of the reasons for delay have been addressed and were 
understandable, however, mystery still surrounds the fact that more Valleys appear to 
be delinquent in filing returns this year than in the recent past. Hopefully this will 
improve in future. This committee recommends that: 

1. Supreme Council office prepares a tracking sheet as soon as possible after the 
submission deadline and distributes that sheet to the Deputies and the members 
of the Audit and Finance committee. 

2. Supreme Council and the Deputies contact any Valleys delinquent in filing all of 
the prescribed AF forms or none of them and obtain a commitment date by which 
the delinquency will be remedied. The Supreme Council office should promptly 
notify the reviewers affected of the delinquency and the due date for its 
correction. 

3. Please note that at this stage delinquent status should include either an entire 
failure to submit a financial return in the prescribed forms or the absence of any 
of those prescribed forms the exact nature of which should be communicated to 
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the Deputy involved. The committee does not expect or request that the 
Supreme Council office staff attempt to review the returns beyond noting these 
deficiencies. 

4. Updated tracking sheets should be sent to the Chairman of the Audit and 
Finance Committee for distribution to the members of the committee as soon as 
they are prepared. 

5. Returns received by the Supreme Council office should be forwarded promptly to 
the reviewer responsible for the particular Valley. No delay should occur while 
waiting for a reviewer’s entire list of Valleys to submit returns or in waiting for the 
additional forms that may have been omitted from the original return. 

6. Where delinquency relates to a lack of understanding of a form or an item, 
Deputies should encourage the Valley to seek assistance from the reviewer 
responsible for examining the Valley’s return and reviewers should contact the 
Valley to assist with the proper completion of item. The reviewers may initiate this 
contact where confusion is evident based on a review of the material initially 
submitted. 

These issues were the subject of thorough discussion at the annual meeting of this 
committee. It is the consensus of the committee that its members are not responsible 
for the enforcement of the rules of Supreme Council in these matters, indeed, the 
Statutes and Regulations bear this out. However, it seems clear that some initiatives are 
necessary beyond the recommendations of this committee in its annual reports to raise 
the bar of compliance with the rules of Supreme Council in this area. These are rules 
that should not be ignored if meaningful oversight in financial matters is to be achieved. 
Earlier annual reports of this committee detail common issues that persist and deserve 
more effective attention by those with authority to drive change in current practice. This 
committee hopes that these will be reviewed by the Deputies with Valley personnel as 
the opportunity for contact arises. 

There are Valleys that do a good job of reporting as required and this committee is 
grateful to receive and review excellent reports, fully completed. It is significant to see 
some correlation between the reports of these Valleys and their stable financial 
situations. It is apparent that those Valleys paying good attention to their financial affairs 
are better situated to report properly. Another hallmark of these Valleys is the 
consistency with which they submit excellent financial returns. Once the effort has been 
expended to do things correctly, it appears there is an ease in doing so year by year. If 
the “perfect storm” is a nautical analogy to describe a less than perfect situation of some 
Valleys this year, the clarion call here should be “ALL ABOARD.” 

Finally, of serious concern to the committee is one situation where a Valley, rather than 
not completing a five year forecast at all, completed one for only the ensuing two years. 
That, in combination with certain possible financial irregularities prompted an immediate 
recommendation for investigation by Supreme Council. Inquiries were made and it was 
confirmed that an innocent explanation existed for what resembled, at first glance, a 
possible misappropriation of assets. However, it is important to note that this situation 
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underscores the importance of adherence to the trust every Valley owes to its members 
to inform them clearly on financial matters as well as the trust Supreme Council owes to 
those members to exercise appropriate oversight of that process. Any breach of that 
duty could have serious consequences to a Valley’s membership, Valley personnel 
charged with management of its affairs and ultimately Supreme Council. Utilizing the 
prescribed forms makes it easier for everyone to recognize situations that need to be 
addressed and to take action where necessary to safeguard financial resources. In 
situations where potential criminal or civil liability may attach to the conduct of financial 
affairs in a Valley, heaven forbid, what possible excuse could a Valley official give for 
not using the reporting mechanism required by Supreme Council, the method by which 
members would most clearly assess the financial health of a Valley, the management of 
its finances and thereby protect its resources. Potential liability is not restricted to the 
Valley level where Supreme Council has undertaken the duty of adequate oversight and 
regulation of the Valleys in financial matters. 

Constituent Bodies By-law Amendments 

The Chairman of this committee has reviewed all requests for by-law amendments. 
These have been forwarded to the Sovereign Grand Commander for his consideration. 

Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, Grand Treasurer-General, the Board 
of Trustees and Auditors 

The committee has examined the Annual Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, the 
Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of Trustees and Auditors as printed in the 
Preliminary Reports at pages 3 through 32. These reports were found to be informative 
and complete. Accordingly, your committee recommends their adoption. 

Financial Statements 

The audited financial statements for the year ended May 31, 2012 were received and 
discussed in detail. For the year ended May 31,2012 Supreme Council experienced an 
excess of expenses over revenue before unrealized gain (loss) on investments in the 
amount of $39,564 as compared to an excess of revenue over expenses in the amount 
of $41,064 for fiscal 2011. Consistent with accounting and disclosure standards adopted 
by Supreme Council in June 2008, the financial statements provided for an unrealized 
loss on investments in the amount of $101,579 which resulted in an overall excess of 
expenses over revenue of $141,143. 

In a year of difficult circumstances, we congratulate the Grand Treasurer-General, the 
Grand Secretary-General, the Sovereign Grand Commander and the committee 
chairmen for the efficient manner in which they have managed the financial resources of 
Supreme Council. Accordingly, your committee recommends that the audited financial 
statements for the year ended May 31,2012 be adopted as submitted. 
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We wish to thank our auditors Grant, Thornton Chartered Accountants for their 
invaluable assistance throughout this fiscal year. 

Budget 2012-2013 

The committee has reviewed in detail the budget prepared by the Grand Treasurer- 
General for Supreme Council for the fiscal year 2012-2013. The committee believes the 
budget to be realistic and provides for the items necessary to meet the financial 
obligations, responsibilities and commitments of Supreme council for the current fiscal 
year. Accordingly, this committee recommends the adoption of the budget as presented 
by our Grand Treasurer-General. 

Conclusion 

In conclusion, as Chairman of this committee, I want to express my gratitude to the 
Grand Treasurer-General, III. Bro. Thomas E. Lewis, 33 9 , the Grand Secretary-General, 
III. Bro. Terry McLean, 33 Q and Chief Operating Officer, III. Bro. Ken Rutherford, 33 Q and 
the staff at the Supreme Council office for their assistance of the committee. 

I also appreciate the efforts of the Deputies who are pro-active in not only 
communicating the requirements of Supreme Council in financial matters but in 
following up to ensure they are followed. Without those efforts, the work of this 
committee would be frustrated and an important part of its annual report rendered of 
much less value.

Report of the Committee On 

FRATERNAL RELATIONS 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Article 40(c) of the Statutes of this Supreme Council imposes the duty upon the 
Standing Committee on Fraternal Relations to keep informed with respect to fraternal 
relations with other Supreme Councils and Masonic Bodies throughout the world, to 
advise the Sovereign Grand Commander with respect to the conduct thereof, and to 
report thereon to this Supreme Council at each Annual Session. 


Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of Masons in North America: 

The 2012 Annual Conferences were held in February 2012 at the Sheraton Downtown 
Atlanta Hotel in Atlanta, Georgia. 

The Supreme Council of Canada was represented by Grand Secretary-General, 
III.-. Bro.-. Terry McLean, 33° accompanied by his wife, Bonnie. 

A full Report on the Conferences appears in the Report of the Grand Secretary-General 
to this Session of this Supreme Council, but your Committee notes the importance 
accorded to these Conferences by the fact that 61 of the 64 Grand Jurisdictions in the 
United States, Mexico and Canada were represented. 

The Grand Secretary-General was high in his praise with respect to the themes and 
discussions of the break-out sessions at the Grand Secretaries Conference. 

30th All Canada Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges: 

This year’s Conference was held in Winnipeg, Manitoba, March 31 to April 1, 2012. 
Again, the Grand Secretary-General, III.-.Bro.-. Terry McLean, 33° represented this 
Supreme Council accompanied by the Lieutenant Grand Commander, III.-. Bro.-. Richard 
Brown, 33° (who is also the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan), 
and III.-. Bro.-. Roz Iwanicki, 33°, Deputy for Manitoba and Nunavut Territory. 

The Conference theme was “Grand Lodges: Barrier’s or Conduits”? 
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England and Wales: 


Under date of December 12, 2011 the Supreme Council for England and Wales advised 
that MIll.. Bro Rev Dr Michael Morgan, 33° would resign effective December 31,2012 
as Grand Prior, the office he had served with distinction since 1991. In consequence of 
his retirement E.\ Bro Rev Dr John Railton was appointed Grand Prior with effect from 
January 1,2012. 

On March 15, 2012 the Supreme Council announced that M.\ P.\ Bro John L.W. Wright, 
RD, FRCS, 33° had requested the Supreme Council to accept his retirement as 
Sovereign Grand Commander effective July 17, 2012. M.\ P.\ Bro Wright had served 
the office with distinction from March 2009, and attended, with M.\III.-. Bro.-. Robin E. 
Thurber, 33° Grand Secretary General H.\E.\ the XVIII World Conference of supreme 
Councils in Toronto in May 2010. 

On July 17, 2012 V.\ P.\ Bro, Alan J. Engelfield, 33° Lieutenant Grand Commander was 
installed as M.-.P.-. Sovereign Grand Commander and M.-.lll.-.Bro Sir Frederick 
Crawford DL 33°, Grand Chancellor, was appointed V.\ P.\ Lieutenant Grand 
Commander. 

Your Chairman, who is an Flonourary Member of the Supreme Council of England and 
Wales, had the pleasure in June of this year of being graciously received by the 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Lieutenant Grand Commander and Grand Secretary 
General at 10 Duke Street, St. Jame’s, London. The visit included a tour of the 
premises guided by the Grand Secretary General showing me the impressive 
refurbishment of the facilities since my last visit some years ago. 

France: 


Your Committee is pleased to learn that this Supreme Council shall have the privilege of 
the attendance at our Annual Session in Winnipeg of III.-.Bro.-. Jean Luc Fauque, 33° 
Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council for France who will be 
accompanied by his wife, Catherine. A warm welcome assuredly awaits them. 

In August 2011 III.-.Bro.-. Fauque demitted from his lodge owing allegiance to the GLNF 
in order to preserve the good relations existing between the Supreme Council for 
France and the Supreme Councils with which it is in amity. His personal regularity as a 
Mason is secure since he continued to hold membership in a lodge owing allegiance to 
the United Grand Lodge of England. 

While they were still awaiting in December 2011 the decision of the appellate court, 
which had been expected to have been delivered in the previous June, in the appeal 
taken by Grand Master Stifani from the discussion of the court of first instance, 
delivered in December, 2010, declaring the meeting of the GLNF convened by him on 
October 16, 2010, illegal and ordering him to call a General Assembly at which the 
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agenda would include the matter of the extension of his mandate from three to five 
years, the Grand Chancellor, IIIBroPaul-Andre Chaptal, 33° requested a further 
meeting in Boston, with the Sovereign Grand Commanders of the two American 
Supreme Councils and in Toronto with representatives of this Supreme Council. 

In the result the meeting in Toronto, following the meeting in Boston, took place on 
February 1, 2012. Sovereign Grand Commander Jean Luc Fauque and Grand 
Chancellor, Paul-Andre Chaptal briefed us on the then current situation in France and 
shared with us a brief prepared for submission to the soon to be held 2012 Conference 
of Grand Masters of Masons in North America. 

III.. Bro ..Terry A. McLean, 33°, who, as mentioned above, attended the Conference, 
reported to your Committee that the Conference voted to temporarily suspend fraternal 
relations with the GLNF until current difficulties were resolved. It was reported that 28 
European Grand Lodges, 6 US Grand Lodges and one Canadian Grand Lodge had 
withdrawn recognition from the GLNF. Grand Master Stifani did not attend the 
conference, but a delegation from the GLNF was present. 

Meanwhile, on February 4, 2012 the court administrator held the statutory Annual 
Meeting of the NLNF. Although the recorded vote of the delegates was 57.51% against 
him, Grand Master Stifani refused to accept the verdict. On February 10, 2012 the legal 
authorities, confronted with this refusal, set the GLNF under strengthened guardianship 
and transferred further power to Me Legrand, the court appointed administrator. 

Then on March 30, 2012 at a subsequent meeting Francois Stifani was reelected, by a 
plurality of votes, Grand Master of the GLNF. While his reelection must be confirmed by 
the General Assembly of the GLNF, its meeting scheduled for June 23, 2012 may well 
be postponed. 

It has been suggested that Bro Stifani may likely be trying to remain in office so he will 
be Grand Master when the GLNF celebrates its centenary in 2013. 

The latest word received by your Committee was to the effect some Masons were 
planning a meeting to be held in Tours on April 28, 2012 to create a new Grand Lodge 
to be known as GLAMF - Grand Lodge Alliance Maconnique Francois. 

Doubtless Sovereign Grand Commander Fauque will have more news on the situation 
in France when he attends our Annual Session in September. 

Hungary: 

Your Committee is in receipt of the tableau of officers elected on February 28, 2012 for 
a period 2012-2013 and extends fraternal best wishes to Sovereign Grand Commander 
James Botkos, 33° and his officers for a most rewarding year. 
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Subsequently a letter dated March 29, 2012 was received from Thomas Beke, 33°, 
Grand Secretary General addressed to all Supreme Councils in Amity inviting closer 
fraternal relationships and exchange of news and educational materials. 


Iran in Exile: 


Advice has been received that as of June 1, 2012 the mailbox address of the Supreme 
Council has been changed to a postal address in Mississauga, Ontario. 

Israel: 


IIIBro.. Yaakov Trostler, 33° has written to us to advise that while our 2011 Annual 
Proceedings show him as Grand Secretary General of the Supreme Council for Israel,

“MOSES, a prophet for all” 

Exodus 2:1-10 
Psalm 124 
Romans 12: 1-8 



Today we have heard of the birth of Moses who is revered as a prophet by Hebrews, 
Christians, Muslims, and The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints (Mormons). 
He is considered a Great Leader, a Promoter of religion in the One True God, a 
Lawgiver, and a Moral Teacher. The people we encounter in the New Testament 
considered Moses to be the author of the Pentateuch, the first five books of the Bible. 
Now when you hear the name of “Moses”, which of the many stories pop up in your 
mind - his birth and being placed in the bulrushes, his call by God in the burning bush, 
crossing the Red Sea, God leading the Hebrews by pillars of Fire and Cloud, the giving 
of Manna, water from the rock or the giving of the Ten Commandments? I am sure that 
I may have left your favourite out. There are so many. 

The Call of Moses by God in the land of Midian is very interesting. How did Moses get 
there from Egypt? Going back to Moses in the bulrushes you will remember that he 
was rescued by Pharaoh’s daughter and, therefore was raised as a Prince of Egypt. 
When an adult, Moses saw an Egyptian task-master beating a Hebrew slave and he 
killed the Egyptian and hid his body. This became known, as things like this always do, 
and when Pharaoh found out he sought to kill Moses who fled to the land of Midian. 
(This is the condensed version.) Moses married one of the seven daughters of the 
priest of Midian, settled down and was tending to his father-in-laws sheep one day, 
when he saw a bush that was on fire but the wood of the bush was not being 
consumed. Naturally Moses went to have a closer look and as he did God said to 
Moses, “stop, take your sandals off for you are standing on Holy Ground.” Then God 
said to Moses, “I want you to go back to Egypt and free my people there from slavery”. 
Naturally Moses said the same thing to God that I would say, “Give your head a shake 
God, do you think I am crazy”, or something to that effect. Moses starts with the 
excuses. “Who am I? I am a murderer on the run from Egypt. I am a nobody, I cannot 
go back to Egypt”. God replies gently, “I will be with you my son”. But Moses knows 
that the Hebrews will want to know the name of the God who speaks from the bush and 
so asks God, “what is your name?”. God replies “what do you mean?” I am who I am - 
God, and that is and has been my name and will be my name forever. 
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Moses asks God, “What if the people don’t believe me?” So God gives Moses some 
miraculous powers. You know the usual kind of thing. Throw your staff on the ground 
and it changes into a snake, pick it up and it changes back into a staff. 

Now Moses puts up the big excuse “I am not eloquent, I don’t know how to speak, I 
failed public speaking in school.” God’s response is to give Moses the right words to 
speak. Moses puts up his last defense, he says to God, “send someone else - please!” 
In frustration God agrees to send Moses’ brother Aaron, who is a Levite, and 
accustomed to public speaking, with Moses and Moses can tell him what to say. God is 
persistent. He did not give up on Moses. God amazes us by whom He calls. 

When we, you and I, are asked to do a job or fulfill a role, how do we respond? Is our 
first response excuses? Many of us have our list of excuses ready at hand in case we 
need them. I am too young/old; I am not qualified; I don’t have the experience. Who 
am I that I should do that job? I am a poor public speaker. Those are some of the 
excuses I have used. I am sure you have some of your favourites ready to use. The 
jobs and roles we are asked to fill are not as large as herding a nation of slaves through 
the wilderness for forty years. Yet being Sovereign Grand Commander may be a close 
second. When you are asked to be a leader in an organization, please give serious 
consideration to the fact that God may be calling you to lead. God amazes us with 
whom He calls to lead. 

When I hear the name Moses, I think immediately of God’s call to him. I have all the 
excuses and even used some when the then Sovereign Grand Commander, Norm 
Byrne, asked me to let my name stand for Grand Prior. With all the excuses Moses 
had, it is a wonder that we ever heard the name Moses. God is persistent!! The good 
news for Moses was that God promised to be with him. God promised to put the right 
words in him mouth, and give him miraculous powers. The book of Deuteronomy tells 
us that Moses was one hundred and twenty years old when he died. By simple 
subtraction, after spending about forty years in the wilderness, Moses was 
approximately eighty years old when called by God to lead the Hebrews out of the land 
of Egypt. God does amaze us with whom He calls to take on large leadership roles. 

Now most of us are younger than eighty when we are called to service or leadership. 
Fortunately we are people of faith in God and we hear the promises of God to Moses to 
be with him and to give him the right words to say. Many of us have experienced God 
in the same way. God made those promises to Moses and He makes them to us today. 

Do not be afraid to rise to the challenge of a new job, a new leadership role either 
volunteer or paid, a new hobby, a new sport. (I took up squash at age 57 and retired at 
61.) It will not make a difference who you are, or what your qualifications may be, or 
what is your experience or your age. For God is persistent! 

God amazes us by whom He calls. With God’s help all things are possible!!!

Address of Newly Coroneted Honorary Inspectors-General 
By III. Bro. Clayton Handrigan, 33° 

III. Bro. Chairman, III. Sovereign Grand Commander, other Distinguished Head Table, 
Guests, Ladies, and Brethren: 

My first words to you at this time must be to express on behalf of my Brethren in the 
Class of 2012, our sincere thanks and appreciation for two things: 

Firstly, the honour bestowed on us by being awarded the 33 rd Degree, and secondly, 
the excellent portrayal of that Degree, which was most impressive, and certainly 
memorable. We now have to live up to that honour, return to our individual Valleys and 
provide the leadership and example expected and demanded. This we pledge to do. 

A third and personal ‘thank you’ goes to III. Bro. Todd, for affording me this privilege of 
being able to say a few words on behalf of the Class. I am truly humbled and 
overwhelmed. 

A final, but by no means less important, word of thanks and appreciation goes to the 
organizing committee for the excellent program they have so successfully completed; in 
order for all of us who have attended this 138 th Annual Session of Supreme Council to 
have been so royally treated. A special word of appreciation is directed to those 
responsible for the excellent Ladies’ program. 

We, newly coroneted Honourary Inspectors-General here today, are Masons from all 
across this country, representing our respective Valleys. The honour bestowed upon us 
is, perhaps, dwarfed by the enormity and seriousness of the work that now lies before 
us. We are all very much aware that we have not reached a pinnacle, or some kind of 
Masonic summit, from which we can comfortably look down and smugly observe the 
efforts of those seemingly “below”. Rather, we have been singled out as Scottish Rite 
Masons who are assumed to have the ability, energy, and interest to return to our 
Valleys as leaders and innovators; charged with a responsibility to inspire the Brethren, 
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Sovereign Princes, and Sublime Princes, to strive always to become better Masons 
through their work in the Scottish Rite. We are never to forget that there is no Degree in 
Masonry higher than that of a Master Mason. We have simply received “more” Degrees, 
and this one - the 33 rd - is honourary; and as I said before, we are indeed, honoured. 

If I may be permitted a few personal remarks and by way of explanation, perhaps, you 
should know that my Masonic background is somewhat unique, in that the province of 
Newfoundland and Labrador is, as far as I am aware, the only province in this country to 
have not one Grand Lodge, but two. Masonry in my home province operates under two 
distinct Constitutions: the Grand Lodge of Newfoundland and Labrador, and the Grand 
Lodge of Scotland. 

In the Valley of St. John’s, as well as other concordant Bodies of Freemasonry in the 
“far east” province of our country, Masons work together in peace and harmony. This 
spirit of cooperation and harmony is evident in all our Masonic dealings with each other, 
and often generates some interesting questions and discussion. We attend each 
other’s Lodge Installations, Lodge meetings, and social functions. Many Masons are 
members of both Grand Lodges, and the Grand Master and District Grand Master enjoy 
cooperative dialogue. For me, all of this is unassailable evidence of real Brotherly Love. 

My Masonic history does not go back very far - just slightly over 17 years. I have to live 
to the ripe old age of 104 in order to receive a Jubilee certificate! Some days I even 
expect to make it! I am a member of the Grand Lodge of Scotland, with all its 
differences and idiosyncrasies, yet basically, still the same as Freemasonry worldwide. 
In the Standard Ritual of Scottish Freemasonry, there is a Charge which is given during 
the Raising of a Master Mason when he receives his Apron, that, I think, is apropos for 
us newly coroneted Honourary Inspectors-General. It states in part,: “ . . . while it, (the 
Apron), marks your own superiority, it calls on you to afford assistance and instruction to 
Entered Apprentices and Fellows of Craft.” As Honourary Inspectors-General, we would 
all be wise to remember this responsibility as it pertains to our individual Valleys of 
Scottish Rite in this great country. 

In preparing for this brief address, and being well aware of my own shortcomings, I did a 
little research, in the hope that I might be able to have something to say that might be of 
some value. One of my sources was the May, 2012, Issue of The Northern Light. I’m 
sure many of you are familiar with this publication of the Scottish Rite Northern 
Jurisdiction of the USA. An article by III. Robert F. Ogg, 33°, caught my attention. It is 
entitled simply, “What is the Point?”, and attempts to answer that question as it pertains 
to Scottish Rite Freemasonry - or Freemasonry in general, for that matter. Here are 
some of the questions he asks: 


“Is our purpose to erect magnificent edifices which are the wonder of the 
community? Does our fraternity exist to create fancy titles and to design 
glittering adornments for our leaders to wear? Does our fraternity exist to require 
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men to commit ritual to memory so that it can be parroted back in a letter-perfect 
way?” 

Having asked these questions and expanded on them, he admits that it is only fair that 
he provide some answers, as he sees them, and near the conclusion of his article he 
does just that. He lists six reasons as to why we, as Freemasons, exist. You will not be 
surprised to learn that none of his reasons mention buildings, medals, or perfect ritual. I 
will not list them here, but rather, leave you hanging so that you might be encouraged , 
if you have not already done so, to find and read this short, but, (excuse the pun), to the 
“point”, article by Bro. Ogg. The internet URL is www.scottishriteNMJ.org. 

Just before I finish, I would like all of us in the Class of 2012, to pause for a moment and 
think of those we have to thank for supporting us in the journey that has brought us here 
today. In my case, there is one person in particular, perhaps known to some of you. III. 
Bro. Boyd G. Tremblett, 33°, a Brother of my Mother Lodge, spoke to me and gave me 
a Scottish Rite application shortly after I became a Master Mason. He had been my 
friend through church affiliation long before I became a Mason, and when that 
happened, he also became my mentor. Long after he became too ill to attend 
meetings, he continued to give me advice and support, and if I have learned anything at 
all about Scottish Rite, I owe it all to Boyd. III. Bro. Tremblett now attends that Grand 
Lodge Above. Additionally, I am very appreciative of the presence here today of III. Bro. 
James Finch, 33°, from the Valley of St. John’s, who accompanied June and I to this 
auspicious occasion. 

The Class of 2012 is also painfully aware that one of our numbers was called to the 
Grand Lodge Above before he was able to be coroneted. We remember in our thoughts 
and prayers, III. Bro. James Allan Boyle, Valley of Vancouver, who passed away in 
March. 

In conclusion, I want to leave you with a short quote from the article by Bro. Ogg 
mentioned earlier. “The collars are worn for a purpose. It is to designate to our 
members, those whose job it is to lead our fraternity toward fulfilling our vision and 
mission.” I urge all of us to never forget this important task and responsibility.

I have only been a Scottish Rite Mason for a short time as compared to most of your 
service, and in that time I have always been impressed with the warmth and sincerity of 
the Scottish Rite and its members. That feeling has certainly been reinforced in a very 
strong way during these last few days that I have had the honour to share with all of 
you. 

The Grand Lodge of Manitoba is very proud of our Masonic Family and the manner in 
which all of the concordant and appendant bodies work together for the benefit of all. 

When we travel to other jurisdictions and speak of this relationship we are envied, 
because not all of the jurisdictions enjoy that situation. 

The Scottish Rite Valleys in Manitoba form an integral part of our Masonic family and 
we treasure that relationship. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, you and I first met in Canmore at the Western Canada 
conference shortly after your installation as Sovereign Grand Commander and I was the 
newly-minted Junior Grand Warden. I’ve had the opportunity to enjoy your company on 
several occasions since then. 

I would like to thank you very much for all the hospitality and courtesies extended to my 
lady Carol and myself at these sessions. We have truly enjoyed the experience. 

As your term comes to an end, I would like to congratulate you on the successes you 
have had and express the hope for equal success in your future endeavours. 

To your successor, my congratulations and best wishes for an equally successful term. 

My Brethren, I hope you enjoy the balance of your time here in Winnipeg and I thank 
you for your kind attention. 

Thank you. 

SGC: Thank you for those kind words, Allan. I always feel better when I have the 
Grand Master sitting next to me. 

We are very pleased also to have the ruling Grand Master for the Province of Ontario, 
Illustrious Brother Garry Dowling, who is with us, who is also a 33 rd Degree Scottish Rite 
Mason. 

GM of Ontario: Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. 
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SGC: Welcome. 

And I know there are many other Past Grand Masters in this room this morning and I 
welcome all of you to this assembly, and thank you for being here. 

I’m going to just do a little quick aside here, something that doesn’t happen very often. 
One of our Active Members this morning, today, is celebrating a birthday, and I’ll ask 
that person to stand and we can acknowledge. 

Oh, I thought it was somebody else. Yeah, we have another one. We have another 
one, we have another one. I didn’t know about Bill Atkinson. And we have Mike Ward, 
too. 

Thank you. Very good. 

Welcome again. Greetings and welcome, especially if there is anybody here this 
morning that was not at the previous sessions, I certainly welcome you. 

As an announcement, the minutes of the 2011 Session that was held last year in 
Thunder Bay as published in the Proceedings and distributed to most of you have been 
adopted in Executive Session and approved. 

Customary and part of our proceedings this year, we must have a role call of the Active 
and Past Active Members, and I’ll ask the Illustrious Grand Secretary-General to call the 
role call. 

(Role call completed) 

Thank you, Grand Secretary-General and thank you Active and Past Active Members 
for your attendance. 

Do you have a motion, Grand Secretary-General? 

GSG: Sovereign Grand Commander, I would move, seconded by Illustrious Brother 
Richard Brown that the Supreme Council offering taken at General Session be 
forwarded to the Almoner of the Valley of Winnipeg. 

SGC: Brethren, you have heard the motion. Active Members only, all those in favour 
signify in the usual manner. Those against? Motion carried. 

Grand Secretary-General, you have some regrets? 

GSG: Yes, we have regrets from the officers and members of Sister Councils in Amity, 
Southern Jurisdiction U.S.A., Illustrious Brother Ronald Seale Sovereign Grand 
Commander; from England, Sovereign Grand Commander Allan Inglefield; from 
Switzerland, Sovereign Grand Commander Gerhard Oister; from Brazil, Sovereign 
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Grand Commander Elise F.R. Torres; from Germany, Sovereign Grand Commander 
Eberhardt Eshe; and from Scotland, Sovereign Grand Commander J.M. Marcus 
Humphrey of Dinnet. 

SGC: Thank you. 

Now, I’ve been - I’ve promised the special guests for two days now that I was going to 
introduce them, so now is the time. We will get to meet our special guests this morning. 

So, Illustrious Grand Master of Ceremonies, you may... 

GMC: Sovereign Grand Commander, I present Illustrious Hoyt O. Samples, 33°, 
Sovereign Grand Inspector-General for Tennessee of the Southern Jurisdiction of the 
United States of America and the Grand Representative to the Supreme Council of 
Canada. 

With him is Illustrious William R. Miller, 33°, Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in 
Washington and the Grand Minister of State. 

SGC: You look like my bodyguard. Good morning, Hoyt. 

S.G.I.G. Samples: You need one. 

SGC: Remember what I said was under that cloth there? 

S.G.I.G. Samples: Yes, sir. 

SGC: Don’t you forget that. Great to have you here. 

Bill, you and I have travelled the roads, haven’t we? 

S.G.I.G. Miller: We have indeed. 

SGC: It’s always so good to welcome you back to Canada, Bill, and I know you go 
across the border from Washington to British Columbia quite a lot. 

S.G.I.G. Miller: Special passport. 

SGC: I know you do. 

Hoyt, would you care to bring greetings from the Southern Jurisdiction? 

S.G.I.G. Samples: I’d be honoured. 

SGC: All right. Go ahead. 

S.G.I.G. Samples: Sovereign Commander, Brethren, it’s such a pleasure to be here 
and I know that our Sovereign Grand Commander deeply regrets his inability to be here 
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this week, because this is the Biennial Session of our National Philanthropy Rite Care 
and he is in Dallas, Texas. So he and Sunny send their regrets and instead you got me. 

But I would say this - I would say this, when I use the word Brethren, I mean it in the 
purest and best sense. If I were to ask you what are the secrets of Freemasonry, you 
rightfully would tell me that perhaps there are certain words and symbols, and I would 
tell you that a few minutes on the Internet or in the library would make those secret 
words no longer so secret. 

But I would tell you that there’s something far more to what we do. Far more than the 
ritual that we pronounce, it is the symbols that are the real secrets of Masonry. It is the 
symbols that convey the real meaning and what, after all, is the meaning of Masonry. 
What an organization where you can welcome a fellow from Tennessee who’s just glad 
to be able to wear shoes for three or four days at a time. 

That a fellow from Newfoundland who’s confused about how many Grand Lodges he 
has can have great Masonic fellowship with people from Alberta, and British Columbia 
and across this great country. 

And so I’m here to tell you today that all of our Lodges in North America are dedicated 
to the memories of the Holy Saints John. 

St. John the Evangelist wrote some incredible words in his gospel in the 8 th Chapter, 
32 nd Verse, when he said: “And ye shall know the truth”. And what? “And the truth 
shall set you free”. 

So it is for us. As Masons we gather together. It is that mystic bond of benevolence 
and fellowship that brings us together that transcends all other issues so that we may, 
together, carry on light to a world that is in darkness. 

So mote it be. Thank you and God bless. 

GMC: Sovereign Grand Commander, I present Illustrious Jean Luc Fauque, 33°, 
Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council of France. 

SGC: Bon jour, mon ami. 

SGC Fauque: Bon jour, mon frere. 

SGC: Jean Luc, what a pleasure it is for our Supreme Council to welcome you here. 
You and I have known each other now for a few years. We’ve seen each other in 
different parts of the world. 

SGC Fauque: Mm-hmm. 
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SGC: I admire what you are doing in difficult times in France and we have told you on 
many occasions that we have given you moral support and we will continue to do that. 

SGC Fauque: Thank you very much for your support. Yes, it’s true. 

SGC: It’s just so wonderful to have you here and it’s very special for us to have a 
European Sovereign Grand Commander visiting us. 

SGC Fauque: Thank you. 

SGC: And I know you would give a few words. 

SGC Fauque: A few of them. 

Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, Grand Master, Brethren, first I am asking you 
to make indulgence for my very bad English, but I am trying to speak first in English and 
after some word in French is more easy for me. 

Thank you very much for your hospitality. I am very happy to be here for your meeting. 
It’s an honour for the Supreme Council for France to be here in this day of your Annual 
Sessions. 

The friendly relationships between our Supreme Councils are very particular and very 
strong. You must know that in 1984 the Supreme Council for Canada, with Northern 
Jurisdiction, Southern Jurisdiction and Netherlands Jurisdiction, help in February the 
Supreme Council for France who will be in difficulty at this time. Thank you very much 
for this action and thank you very much for your actual support during the French crisis 
in Masonry. We live difficult time and we hope that the future time is better and it is 
necessary to us that the symbolic lodges and jurisdiction will be in the union to the good 
wealth of French Masonry. 

(Speaks in French) 

Thank you very much for your attention. 

GMC: Sovereign Grand Commander, I present III. John William McNaughton, 33°, the 
Grand Commander the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction of the United States of America, 
and honorary member of our Supreme Council. 

With him is Illustrious Jim S. Deyo, 33°, Grand Lieutenant Commander, Northern 
Masonic Jurisdiction of the United States of America, and Illustrious Harold I. Aldrich, 
33°, Sovereign Grand Inspector-General for New York, past Grand Minister of State, 
Northern Masonic Jurisdiction of the United States of America. 

SGC: Good morning. You three stick together quite a lot, don’t you? 

John William, what a pleasure to have you here. 
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SGC McNaughton: Thank you. 

SGC: It wouldn’t be the same without you coming to our Supreme Council sessions 
and we look forward to having you here, as we do in your sessions in the United States. 

SGC McNaughton: It is an honour for us to be with you today. 

SGC: Jim, Lieutenant - we say ‘Leftenant’ up here, but I’ll be polite. 

GLC Deyo: I’ll accept it anyway. 

SGC: Will you? Jim, it’s so good to have you here. 

GLC Deyo: Pleasure, pleasure. 

SGC: And Dutch, you’ve been around here a few times. 

PMS Aldrich: Yes, I have, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC: Yeah. It’s just so great to have you here. 

PMS Aldrich: It’s an honour to be here, too. 

SGC: Phyllis and Marge with you, and we miss Judy and... 

SGC McNaughton: So do we. 

SGC: Yes, you do, too. And give our love from all of us here to Judy when you go 
back, too. 

SGC McNaughton: Thank you. 

SGC: Would you like to bring some greetings? 

SGC McNaughton: Grand Master, Sovereign Grand Commander, Illustrious Brethren 
all, greetings from the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction this morning. 

And before I get into the sermon... 

SGC: There’s a hook. 

SGC McNaughton: Okay, it will be a brief sermon, but - I would like to take a moment 
or two to, first of all, the class, like to welcome you into the special status that you have 
received yesterday by receiving the 33 rd Degree. You should be very honoured by what 
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you saw and the fact that your peers have selected you for this honour. Welcome into 
this group. 

And to all those that did a fine job on the degree yesterday, you, too, are to be 
congratulated. 

And Allard, as always, what a superb, marvellous job that you did delivering a very 
powerful message to the class and we’re all very appreciative of your dedication to the 
craft and what you bring. Thank you. 

Wednesday afternoon when we first arrived in Winnipeg, I was kind of cornered by one 
of your Past Sovereign Grand Commanders, whose name I won’t reveal, nor the 
amount of money that he says that I owed to him. 

Anyways, we had a brief conversation Wednesday afternoon about the Benevolent 
Foundation or the Charities Foundation and all the fine work that it had done. But he 
made a comment. He said, “We’ve been paying attention to some of what you guys 
have been talking about in the States about trying to appease the secular world at the 
expense of our own members”. And I thought that was a very powerful message that 
he was relating to the choir, so to speak.

Our deep gratitude to you for your 
labours. 

And Richard, in the days ahead I want you to know that you do have a friend south of 
the border and they’re available for whatever assistance that we might be able to do for 
this great organization. We certainly wish you well in the days ahead and appreciate 
your friendship, as well. 

May Almighty God continue to watch over each and every one of you and your families, 
and our beloved Masonic fraternity. 
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GMC: Sovereign Grand Commander, I present to you Manuel Jimenez Guzman, 33°, 
the Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council of Mexico, and with him, 
Jesus Reyes Fernandez, 33°, the Vice-Chancellor of the Supreme Council of Mexico. 

SGC: Good morning, my brothers. 

SGC Guzman: Good morning. 

SGC: Welcome, Manuel, Jesus. It’s such a pleasure for our Supreme Council to 
welcome visitors from the Supreme Council of Mexico. I know we’ve had a great 
relationship with your Supreme Council over the years and I was a very good friend of 
the immediate Past Sovereign Grand Commander and I travelled extensively with him. 

But this is so nice for us to have visitors with us, and I know you’ve met a lot over the 
last few days and you’re going to meet more, and it’s just so nice to have you here. 

SGC Guzman: Thank you. 

SGC: And you will take our greetings back to your Supreme Council, of course, and 
give our fraternal best wishes to your Supreme Council. 

You will bring some greetings from your Supreme Council? 

SGC Guzman: Thank you. 

My English is very bad, my English is muy malo. 

Sovereign Grand Commander Matthew Todd, Sovereign Grand Commander United 
States, thank you so much for your attention in Cleveland last month. 

Grand Master, Grand Maestro, (speaks in Spanish) it is a big honour from Supreme 
Council of Mexico stay with us in this important session and the work for our principles 
and values. Mexico and Canada are big brothers. 

When we come from Mexico, my wife Rosie, in Canada live the sister from my lady. 
Madam Janine and daughters and sons live and born in Canada. Margarita, the 
daughter of Margarita and the son from Margarita, born in Canada. 

There are very friendly Masonic relations and very friendly relatives brought in our life in 
this country. 

My sons Manuel and Charlie play hockey and they are brothers to the symbolic Lodge 
and Canada. A big hello Jets hockey from Winnipeg. They’re our champions, yes. 

For me, it’s a very, very happy stay with us and he work with us. In the next year in 
March, Mexico celebrated a big ceremony in memory from the Vice-president from

Mexico, a Mason, President Benito Juarez. Many presidents in Mexico are Masons, 
many presidents.

We would 
hope liberty, equality and the fraternity. Liberty is democratic. Equality is justice - 
justice for the people in the world. And it is the peace in the world. 

Grand Commander, is a present, it’s for the work and the defense, the history and for 
your lady. 

SGC: Thank you very, very much. 

SGC Guzman: It’s a very nice jewel, flattering and we are very happy. 

Thank you very much. 

SGC: We understand. Mexico is not all peaceful. 

GMC: Sovereign Grand Commander, I present most Illustrious Knight Companion F. 
Douglas Draker, the Grand Sovereign of the Masonic and Military Order of the Knights 
of the Red Cross of Constantine, Grand Imperial Conclave of Canada; Right Worthy 
Calvin ‘Cal’ Johnson, 33°, Provincial Grand Master of Manitoba of the Royal Order of 
Scotland; Most Eminent Knight Gerald E. Tetzloff, Supreme Grand Master of the 
Sovereign Great Priory of Canada, Knights Templar; Right Excellent Companion Gary 
Dunn, Grand Second Principal of the York Rite of Canada; and Imperial Sir George 
Mitchell, 33°, Past Imperial Potentate of the Ancient Arabic Nobles of the Mystic Shrine. 

SGC: Good morning, Gerald. Welcome to our Supreme Council. It’s a pleasure to 
have you. 

Doug, I don’t know you. 

Grand Sovereign Draker: No, I’ve never been here before! 

SGC: Welcome, Doug, back again, and we see each other quite a lot and welcome to 
you and Bonnie.

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Grand Sovereign Draker: Yeah, and that was a nice piece that Jim just played for you. 

SGC: Oh, he’s looking after me. He knows where I come from. 

Hey, George, how are you? 

PIP Mitchell: Good to be here with you. 

SGC: Thanks for bringing greetings from the Imperial Shrine. 

And all of you, Gerald is going to bring greetings on your behalf, but each of you take 
our greetings back to your respective councils and wish them well and give them our 
fraternal greetings. 

And Gerald would you like to bring greetings on behalf of the group? 

SGM Tetzloff: It would be my pleasure. 

Illustrious Brother Matthew Todd, 33°, Sovereign Grand Commander, Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite Freemasonry of Canada, Most Worshipful the Grand Master, 
distinguished guests and Brethren all, it gives me great pleasure to bring you warm 
fraternal greetings on behalf of the leaders of the concordant bodies present here today, 
whom you have just heard introduced. 

We are delighted to join with you, so many of our distinguished brethren, at your 138 th 
Annual Session of the Supreme Council here in Winnipeg. We wish you well in your 
important deliberations for the good of your Order and of the Masonic family in Canada.

GMC: Sovereign Grand Commander, from the Eastern Star may I present Elizabeth 
Evans, the Grand Secretary, and Linda Spina, the chairman of the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Project, and from the Jobs Daughters, Valerie and Doug Webster, and from 
the Canadian DeMolay, Illustrious Brian Langtry 32°, their secretary. 

SGC: I saw you shaking your head. 
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WGM Hutchinson: I am Jane Hutchinson, the Worthy Grand Matron of the Order of the 
Eastern Star. 

SGC: Jane Hutchinson, the Worthy Grand Matron of the Order of the Eastern Star. 
Welcome. It’s always a pleasure to welcome guests from the Eastern Star because we 
have a great relationship, right across Canada, with Scottish Rite, I know. 

AGP Findlayson: And I’m Jim Finlayson, the Associate Grand Patron. 

SGC: And Jim, welcome to you, as well. You’re from here? 

AGP Findlayson: Winnipeg. 

WGM Hutchinson: Winnipeg. 

SGC: Yes, both... 

AGP Findlayson: Grand Chapter of Manitoba. 

SGC: Right. Yeah. And Jobs Daughters? 

Valerie Webster: Yes. Valerie Webster. 

SGC: Welcome. We hear a lot of good things about Jobs Daughters and very strong in 
the western part of Canada, at least, yes. Good for you. Welcome. 

Doug, nice to have you here, Doug. Welcome. 

Brian. And you are representing...? 

Brian Langtry: DeMolay. 

SGC: Yes, I know you were very involved in DeMolay. 

And Worthy Grand Matron, you are going to bring some greetings? 

WGM Hutchinson: Yes. 

SGC: Very good. 

WGM Hutchinson: Good morning. Sovereign Grand Commander and gentlemen of the 
Scottish Rite, thank you very much for the invitation to speak to you. 

I bring you greetings from the Grand Chapter of Manitoba, Order of the Eastern Star 
and I’m sure most of you know what we stand for. Both men and women are members 
of the Order.

Thank you for being 
here, George. 

GMC: Sovereign Grand Commander, I present the Valley representatives, Illustrious 
Brother Gervin Greasley 32°, Thrice Puissant Grand Master of the Valley of Winnipeg; 
Illustrious Brother Ted Jones 32°, Most Wise Sovereign of the Valley of Winnipeg; 
Illustrious Brother Eirik Bardal 32°, Commander-in-Chief of the Valley of Winnipeg. 

SGC: Good morning, Brother Greasley. You wouldn’t happen to be related to another 
Greasley in this room, would you? 

TPGM Greasley: Yes, he taught me everything I know. 

SGC: Welcome, and it’s a pleasure to have the Valley of Winnipeg hosting us here on 
this very special occasion. 

Ted, it’s always a pleasure to see you. 

MWS Jones: It’s always a pleasure to be seen. 

SGC: Most Wise Sovereign, you look very good. 

MWS Jones: Thank you. 

SGC: Jeff, isn’t it? 

COC Bardal: Eirik. 

SGC: Eirik, yes. And thank you, too, from Supreme Council of Canada to the Valley of 
Winnipeg for hosting this very special event. 

Who is - somebody is going to bring greetings here. 

MWS Jones: Good morning. Sovereign Grand Commanders, Illustrious Brethren and 
special guests, on behalf of the Scottish Rite Brethren of the Valley of Winnipeg, we

GMC: Sovereign Grand Commander, it gives me a great deal of pleasure to introduce 
to you, representing the Premier of the Province of Manitoba, Honourable Ron LeMieux, 
Minister of Local Government. 

SGC: Good morning, Mister Minister. 

Honourable Ron Lemieux: You’re welcome. 

SGC: Welcome to you, as well. We are very pleased to have a representative of the 
Premier here to greet us and it’s very special for us to be in Winnipeg. Would you like 
to come over to the podium and say a few words of greeting? 

Honourable Ron Lemieux: Certainly. My pleasure. My pleasure. 

SGC: You know something about us, do you? 

Honourable Ron Lemieux: A little bit, yes. My father-in-law was a Mason, so... 

SGC: Oh, your father-in-law was a Mason? 

Honourable Ron Lemieux: Yes. In Dauphin, Manitoba. Just a little bit north of here. 
SGC: Oh, yes. Oh, yes. Well, we may be working on you soon. 

Honourable Ron Lemieux: He tried. 

Well, welcome everyone, guests from all over, the United States and Mexico and 
France, bon matin. 

It’s a real pleasure to be here representing the Premier. The Premier is away now, 
otherwise he would be here. 
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As a cabinet minister, a former school teacher in Manitoba, it really is an honour to be 
invited and again, welcome to everyone to this beautiful Province of Manitoba. 

The Masons have a long history, of course, in the Legislature where I work. We’ve had 
twelve premiers that were Masons. I think the last was probably Duff Roblin, but we’ve 
had John Norquay and many others who were Masons. 

And the building itself has a long history of connection to the Masons. A lot of the 
symbols, whether it’s the Pool of the Black Star or the Sphinx and other symbols are 
within the Legislature. And Frank Albo recently has revived that building and showing 
the real connection with the Freemasons and all the symbols within that building really 
point to that connection. 

I think it’s heartening to see people coming from all over the world - not only Masons - 
there will be Masons who will be visiting us in their business capacity and meeting with 
the Premier or other ministers, but they will take the opportunity to go on a tour of the 
building, because the word has really spread throughout not only North America, but, 
quite frankly, around the world, about the beautiful, beautiful building we have in our 
Legislature. It was built by the Masons and many, many symbols there represent 
Freemasons. 

So with that, I just want to say on behalf of the Province of Manitoba, we certainly wish 
you all well and thank you very much for coming to Manitoba. 

Manitoba is really on a resurgence now. We have many, many, of course, buildings like 
the new football stadium and the new MTS building. Hopefully there will be hockey this 
year, we don’t know if they’re going to be locked out or not. But it’s nice to see the NHL 
back. 

We have Centreport, which is a big inland port in Manitoba that’s being built currently 
and many businesses are going to be developing there and growing Manitoba as a 
province. 

But when I took a look at what the Masons were all about - when you asked do I know 
a little bit about your organization - I knew a little bit because my father-in-law was a 
Mason. He is since deceased. 

But the idea of brotherhood and working with each other to make it a better province, a 
better city, province, making the world a much better place, and individuals and people 
working closely together, it really is saying something so positive. Because in the world 
now, when you take a look at what’s going on around the world, it’s really quite sad to 
turn your television on or your radio on and to hear the fractious society that we have 
and the terrible things that are happening around the world. 

But when you have an organization and their mandate, if I can use that word, is to work 
together in brotherhood and work closely together to make the world and where you 
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come from a better place, that really, really is outstanding and you should be so 
congratulated for it. 

And, of course, you’ve got a long history, going back to the seventeenth century, of 
people working closely together, working with one another to make the world a better 
place. 

So with that, I just want to say on behalf of the Premier and my deceased father-in-law, 
welcome to Manitoba. Have a great day, and I really appreciate it. It’s a real honour to 
be invited and to be able to speak here for a couple of minutes on behalf of the Premier 
of Manitoba. 

Thank you very much. Thank you. 

SGC: The Scottish Rite Freemasons have been here on five previous occasions, as 
recently as 2000, so we haven’t got blown away on the corner of Portage and Main over 
those five times here. We enjoy coming back. 

And I want to introduce you to Most Worshipful Brother Allan Hadley, who is the Grand 
Master of Masons in the Province of Manitoba - right on the end - and the Grand 
Master of Masons is the highest figure in Freemasonry in a jurisdiction. 

Scottish Rite is a branch, a concordant body, of Freemasonry. 

GM Hadley: Of Freemasonry. 

SGC: Yes. But we’re all Masons, of course. 

Again, pleasure. 

Honourable Ron Lemieux: Well, it’s my pleasure. Thank you very much everyone. 
Have a great day and... 

SGC: Take our best wishes to your Premier and members of cabinet. 

Honourable Ron Lemieux: I will do that, absolutely. Thank you very much. 

PSGC Lawer: Sovereign Grand Commander, Grand Master, distinguished guests, my 
peers and brethren. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, yesterday Supreme Council accepted the 
recommendation of the standing committee on fraternal relations to formally ratify and 
confirm all actions taken by you as Sovereign Grand Commander in respect of our 
relations with other Supreme Councils and other Masonic bodies during the past year. 
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Now, while that recommendation satisfied the requirements of Article 40(c) of the 
Statutes of Supreme Council, it did not adequately express the deep and sincere 
appreciation of the committee and, indeed, of the entire Supreme Council for what you, 
sir, have done for the Supreme Council, first of all for your most commendable and 
successful effort to promote the principles of Scottish Rite Freemasonry, beginning with 
the World Conference in Toronto two years ago and in doing so, raising the profile of 
the Supreme Council of Canada. 

From the very important and friendly manner in which you conducted that World 
Conference and your continuing presidency of the conference for the succeeding five 
years, and your presence at international meetings and fraternal conferences, we 
sincerely believe - your committee believes that you have, in fact, raised the profile of 
the Supreme Council of Canada throughout the world. 

On a personal note, because of the high regard in which you are held across our great 
country, I personally was always honoured to be able to represent you on occasions 
when your own schedule did not permit your presence at various Masonic bodies 
throughout our great country. I do want to thank you for the privilege you accorded me 
in permitting me to do so. 

Accordingly, on behalf of the Committee on Fraternal Relations, and personally, I would 
ask all present to please rise and give a hearty vote of thanks, with your applause, to 
our Sovereign Grand Commander. 

(applause) 

SGC: Thank you, brothers, very much, and thank you, Illustrious Brother Lawer. 

Now you’ve got me all emotional and I can’t finish. 

Illustrious Grand Master of Ceremonies, would you present Illustrious Brother Jean Luc 
Fauque at the altar, please, Sovereign Grand Commander of France. 

GMC: Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC: Sovereign Grand Commander, we meet again and I welcome you as before. 

But I’m very, very honoured and happy to say that this Supreme Council has elected 
you an Honorary Member of this Supreme Council. This was done by unanimous vote 
at our executive session. 

We are very happy to - where’s the Grand Secretary - here he comes - to present you 
with a certificate of Honorary Membership in our Supreme Council. 

And as I said earlier, our two Supreme Councils have been in amity for many years and 
we’ve had a great relationship. I think through certainly our friendship over the last 
couple of years, I think that friendship has a great renewal to it. 
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SGC Fauque: Yes. 

SGC: And that’s important to us. 

This is a certificate. There goes with it a jewel, which I’m sorry I don’t have today, but 
we will send to you, but it states: To all whom these presents may come, Greetings. Be 
it known that we, the Sovereign Grand Inspectors General of the 33 rd ° of the Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada, have by unanimous vote, 
elected Illustrious Brother Jean Luc Fauque, 33°, Sovereign Grand Commander - and 
it’s in French there. I get the English part, you know, Sovereign Grand Commander - 
an honorary member of this Supreme Council. Dated this week and signed by myself 
and Illustrious Brother McLean. 

So congratulations. 

SGC Fauque: Thank you very much. It’s a great honour for me and for our Supreme 
Council. Thank you very much. 

SGC: Illustrious Grand Secretary-General, is there any immediate business other than 
the notices at the end? 

GSG: No, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC: Illustrious Past Sovereign Grand Commander, can I entrust you with the gavel? 
PSGC: Yep. 

SGC: And just do as I - but do as I say, alright? I’ll tell you when to use it. 

Illustrious Brother Grand Prior, at this time in my allocution I will ask you to do a service 
of necrology. 

Illustrious Grand Prior: Let not your hearts be troubled. You believe in God, believe 
also in me. In my Father’s house are many mansions. If it were not so I would have 
told you. I go to prepare a place for you. 

I know that my Redeemer lives and that he shall stand at the latter day upon the earth. 
We brought nothing into this world and it is certain that we carry nothing out. The Lord 
gave and the Lord hath taken away. Blessed be the name of the Lord. 

The eternal God is thy refuge and underneath are the everlasting arms. 

We shall hear Illustrious Brother Petrisor singing the 23 rd Psalm for us this morning. 

(23 rd Psalm sung) 
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Grand Prior: A reading from the Book of the Wisdom of Solomon, Chapter 3. 

The souls of the righteous are in the hand of God and there shall no torment touch 
them. 

In the sight of the unwise they seem to die: and their nature is taken for misery. 

And their going from us to be utter destruction, but they are in peace. 

For though they be punished in the sight of men, yet is their hope full of immortality. 

And having been a little chastised, they shall be greatly rewarded: for God proved them 
and found them worthy for himself. 

As gold in the furnace hath he tried them, and received them as a burnt offering. 

And in the time of their visitation they shall shine, and run to and fro like sparks among 
the stubble. 

They shall judge the nations, and have dominion over the people, and their Lord shall 
reign for ever and ever. 

The word of the Lord. Thanks be to God. 

We gather in the presence of God this day to give thanks and to celebrate the lives of 
the members of this Supreme Council who have gone before us, especially those in the 
past year. We have come to say good bye to them and to give thanks to God that He 
has received them into his kingdom. 

Their friends will know what they have contributed to their lives and they will be able to 
have those memories of them for the rest of their lives 

That is why it is such a good thing to read, as our Sovereign Grand Commander has, 
some of the background, particularly of the Past Actives. You always learn something 
from that. I did not know that Donald Campbell joined the Consistory the same year I 
did. I did know, though, that George Schaef was from London, which is where I grew 
up, mostly. 

But looking at the list of the Honorary Inspectors-General who have passed, I noticed 
the name of Joe Raines. And my hope is that as you read the list of all those who have 
gone before, there will be someone there that you remember personally. 

When my mother moved to a retirement home there was a guy coming out of a door 
who had a fez on his door. So I spoke to him, being the chaplain of Mocha in London, 
and that’s how I knew Joe, as a Shriner who was living in a retirement home. 
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But after his death his name turns up in the list of dead of the Royal Order of Scotland 
and today it turns up as a member of this Supreme Council. And I did not know those 
things. 

So as you look at that list I hope there are people there that you will have memories of 
for the rest of your lives. 

It’s difficult to say good bye to people that we love and will see no longer, because their 
death will leave an emptiness in our lives that only God and time is able to heal. But our 
joy is that God and time does fill and heal that emptiness. 

Let us pray. 

God of Grace and Glory, we thank you for those who have gone before us who were 
near and dear to us and who have been now taken from us. We thank you for the 
friendship that they gave and the strength and peace they brought. We thank you for 
the love they offered and received while they were with us on earth. 

We pray that nothing good in their lives will be lost, but will be of benefit to the world, 
that all that was important to them will be respected by those who follow and that 
everything in which they were great will continue to mean much to us now that they are 
dead. 

We ask that they go on living in our hearts and minds. May God grant us courage and 
confidence in our faith in God. 

Amen. 

All: So mote it be. 

Grand Prior: Praying together the universal prayer: 

Our Father who art in heaven, Hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom come, thy will be 
done on earth as it is in heaven. Give us this day, our daily bread and forgive us our 
trespasses as we forgive those who trespass against us. And lead us not into 
temptation, but deliver us from evil: For thine is the kingdom, the power and the glory, 
for ever and ever. Amen. 

PSGC Townshend: You’re awfully anxious to get this gavel back. You’re just going to 
have to wait a minute. 

As our tradition is, we now need a motion and I’m going to call upon Illustrious Brother 
Harold Crosby and Illustrious Brother John Lawer to be the movers and seconders of 
that motion. 

Sir? 
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PSGC Harold Crosby: Sovereign Grand Commander, I move that the allocution of the 
Sovereign Grand Commander be received and referred to the committee on 
Jurisprudence and Legislation for their review and report back to this Council. 

PSGC John Lawer: And I second the motion. 

PSGC Townshend: Thank you, illustrious sirs. 

You have heard the motion put to you. All those in favour? 

Opposed? 

It’s carried. 

SGC: What do I do if it’s not approved? I run. 

Thank you, Brothers. 

Illustrious Grand Secretary-General, we’re running a few minutes over, I guess. We’re 
supposed to be out at eleven, but it’s not serious, is it? 

GSG: It’s not serious yet. 

GSC: No. Yet. 

Do you have some announcements? 

GSG: I would like to read the head table for the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 
luncheon, which would be in the room beside us and commencing at 1:00 p.m. And as 
you know, the ladies will be attending with you. 

(Head table announced) 

SGC: Thank you, Grand Secretary-General. 

GSG: Sovereign Grand Commander, if I can take a moment, I have an announcement I 
would like to make. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, peers and Brethren, outside the door of the Lodge we 
have a painting that has been donated by Maurice Hrycyk from Thunder Bay and it’s 
going to be raffled off. All the proceeds will be going to the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation, so please feel free to step up there and patiently wait your turn to put out 
some money and possibly win that beautiful painting by - if I’m not mistaken, Maurice, it 
is an artist from the Thunder Bay Valley, is it not?

Allocution of Sovereign Grand Commander 
138 th Annual Session ~ Winnipeg 


Peers and Brethren: 

In accordance with the provisions of Article 22(s) of the Statutes of the Supreme 
Council, I as Sovereign Grand Commander am presenting my third Allocution, which 
reports on the official acts and other actions which have taken place since the last 
Session of our Supreme Council. 

May I offer to you, a very warm and fraternal welcome to the 138 th Annual Session of 
our Supreme Council, held this year in the City of Winnipeg, Manitoba. The last time 
the Session was held here was in 2000. On four previous occasions, in 1911, 1951, 
1967 and 1980 the Sessions were held in the City of Winnipeg. 

The City of Winnipeg is located at the junction of the Red and Assiniboine Rivers, 
almost at the geographic centre of North America. With an ethnically diverse 
population, Winnipeg is characterized by slow but steady growth. It is the eighth largest 
city in Canada and dominates the Manitoba economy. 

Though there have been fur trading posts on the site since 1738, the first permanent 
settlement of the area occurred in 1812 when a group of Scottish crofters arrived. 
Winnipeg was incorporated as a city in 1873 with a population of 1,869. The arrival of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway in 1885 brought a 30 year period of growth and prosperity 
unequalled in Canadian urban development. A flood of immigrants, high wheat prices, 
plentiful capital and improved farming techniques contributed to making Winnipeg the 
wholesale, administrative, and financial centre of Western Canada. Following World 
War 1, economic stagnation due to low wheat prices and the Depression lasted well in 
to the 1940’s. 

Since 1945, Winnipeg has grown steadily, based on its position as a major grain, 
manufacturing and transportation centre. The present population of the city is 684,100, 
and the greater area is 753,600. This represents 60% of the population of Manitoba. 

In 1972, the unified City of Winnipeg was created by amalgamating 13 municipalities 
and towns. 

The name “Winnipeg” has its origin in the Cree Indian name given to the lake 40 miles 
north, meaning “Win”, muddy, “nipee”, water. 
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Winnipeg is situated at the confluence of the Red and Assiniboine Rivers; 40 miles 
south of Lake Winnipeg and 60 miles north of the boundary line between Canada and 
the United States of America, almost midway between the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans 
at an altitude of 760 feet above the seaboard level of New York. 

From a Hudson’s Bay Company trading post (Fort Gary) in 1870, with a population of 
215, Winnipeg proper has grown to the size of a first-class city. When the City was 
incorporated in 1873 there were 1,869 inhabitants. In 1878 steam railway connections 
from St. Paul, Minnesota had reached a point just across the river from Winnipeg, and 
on July 1, 1886 the first through railway train, which left Montreal on June 28, 1886 
arrived in Winnipeg. The advent of the railway connections introduced a steady stream 
of travel and trade and an influx of population that resulted in the building up of a City of 
standing and importance that is exceeded by only a few cities in Canada. 

Winnipeg has become a significant grain centre on the American continent, the 
financial, commercial, wholesale and manufacturing centre of the middle-west, owing to 
its geographical position and its tremendous railway facilities, with branches reaching 
out in every direction. It affords great possibilities for trade in the province and the 
Northwest and an inducement for the establishment of manufacturing and other 
industries. 

Today, Winnipeg is noted for its fine hotel and motor hotel accommodations and for its 
superb restaurants. It has excellent shopping facilities. There are facilities for playing 
golf, tennis, swimming, boating and other outdoor sports. Few cities have as many 
beautiful parks and Assiniboine Park hosts one of the finest Zoos in the country. 

Winnipeg Valley has played an important part in the life of our Supreme Council. The 
first meeting held here was in 1911. There were 176 members of Supreme Council in 
attendance. While this was an important event in the history of Supreme Council and 
The Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite in Canada, there were some other important 
events and statistics applicable to 1911. Two important Americans were born that year, 
Ronald Reagan and Roy Rogers. The Ottawa Senators won the Stanley Cup in March 
and the Mona Lisa was stolen from the Louvre. Finally, the population of Canada 
reached 7.2 million. 

It is such a pleasure to be here for our Annual Session and I encourage all of you to 
enjoy the hospitality of our Winnipeg hosts and do take advantage of the beautiful 
scenery and opportunities while you are here.

III. Bro. Donald Norman Campbell, 33 s 

Donald was born in Barrie, Ontario, November 4, 1936 and was raised on a dairy farm 
in Innisfil Township, Simcoe County. He attended school in Innisfil and Barrie. 

He was employed with the Barrie Public Utilities Commission as the Superintendent of 
water operations. He also served as a member and past chairman of the Barrie Police 
Service and as chairman of the Barrie and District Victim Crisis and Referral Service. 
He was an active member of the Essa Road Presbyterian Church and was on the board 
of managers and Clerk of Session. 

In 1957 he married June Owens and they have two daughters, one son and three 
grandchildren. 

Bro. Campbell was initiated, passed and raised in Minerva Lodge No. 304, in 1958. He 
served that Lodge as Worshipful Master in 1967. He was also a charter member of 
Innisfil Lodge No. 737 and was appointed Grand Tyler of the Grand Lodge of Canada in 
the Province of Ontario, in 1983. 

He joined the Barrie Lodge of Perfection on April 19, 1972, Spry Chapter of Rose Croix 
on May 21, 1974 and Moore Sovereign Consistory on November 8, 1974. He became a 
charter member of the Barrie Consistory in 1976. 
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He served as Thrice Puissant Grand Master of the Barrie Lodge of Perfection, Most 
Wise Sovereign of Spry Chapter of Rose Croix and Commander in Chief of the Barrie 
Consistory. He also served as Treasurer of the Barrie Lodge of Perfection. He was 
also a member of Rameses Shrine Temple and a member of the Royal Order of 
Scotland. 

Donald was coroneted an Honourary Inspector General at Toronto in 1983 and was 
made an Active member in Calgary in 1996. He served as Deputy for Ontario from 
1997 to 2006 and as Grand Secretary-General from 2007 until 2009. 

Donald died peacefully at home on May 28, 2012 after a long illness. He was active in 
his role as Assistant to the Grand Secretary-General until the time of his death. A 
Masonic Service was held in the Steckley-Gooderham Funeral Home in Barrie on May 
29 with a funeral service the following morning at the same location. Donald was a true 
and inspiring Mason to many who had the good fortune of knowing him. He will be truly 
missed by all. 

III. Bro George Cairncross Schaef, 33 s 

George was born in London Ontario on September 10, 1915 and died in Grimsby, 
Ontario on March 9, 2012. He was educated in London and served in the Funeral 
business for forty years in London, Grimsby and Ottawa. 

He married Irene Jarvis of Grimsby in 1941 and is survived by Irene and sons Bruce 
and Donald and was a proud grandfather and great grandfather. He was an active 
member of the United Church, a member of various service clubs and while living in 
Ottawa was very active in curling and other organizations. He was a hobbyist, doing 
woodworking, stained glass, organ playing and loved cottage life. 

George was initiated in Union Lodge # 7 on March 21, 1940, passed in the same Lodge 
on April 18, 1940 and raised May 16, 1940. 

His Masonic career continued when he received his 14 th degree in Ottawa Lodge of 
Perfection on March 2, 1948, his 18 th degree in Ottawa Rose Croix Chapter on March 
19, 1950 and received his 32 nd degree in Moore Sovereign Consistory on May 9, 1958. 
He was a member of the Royal Order of Scotland since 1969. 

He was coroneted an Honourary Inspector General on September 18, 1966, in Niagara 
Falls. He was crowned an Active Member on September 9, 1970 in Toronto. 

As you can see George was a Freemason for over 70 years and a devoted member of 
the Scottish Rite for more than 60 years. George always carried himself with the air of a 
fine gentleman, which he was, and he will be greatly missed by all.

III. Bro. Robert LeRoux Taylor, 33°, Past Active 

III. Bro. Robert L. Taylor began his Masonic career in Sydney Lodge No. 84. He was 
initiated on May 15, passed on June 14 and raised on July 22, 1967. He served as 
Worshipful Master in 1977 and District Deputy Grand Master of Cape Breton Centre 
District in 1980. Bro. Taylor joined the Cape Breton Lodge of Perfection in 1972 and 
served as Thrice Puissant Grand Master in 1983. He joined Keith Sovereign Chapter of 
Rose Croix in 1977 and the Isle Royale Chapter of Rose Croix in 1986, serving as Most 
Wise Sovereign in 1990 and 1991. He received his 32 Q in the Nova Scotia Sovereign 
Consistory in 1978. 
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He served as Chairman of the Masonic Foundation for several years and was received 
into the Royal Order of Scotland in May 1986. He is a member of Philae Temple 
AAONMS. 

He was coroneted an Honourary Inspector General 33 Q in Halifax on September 8, 
1994. He was crowned an Active Member in Saint John, New Brunswick in 2002 and 
elected Deputy for Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island, Newfoundland and Labrador in 
Halifax on September 16, 2006. 

III. Bro. Ray Thomas Bryant, 33°, Past Active 

III. Bro. Ray Bryant commenced his Masonic career in Vancouver and Quadra Lodge # 
2 in 1964. He served as Worshipful Master of that Lodge in 1970. He was a member of 
the Constitution Committee of the Grand Lodge of British Columbia and also served as 
the first Chairman of the Grand Lodge Trial Commission and served in that position for 
six years. 

He has been active in the concordant bodies of Freemasonry serving as Most Wise 
Puissant Sovereign of the Red Cross of Constantine, Western Canada Conclave # 25. 
He is also a member of the Royal Arch, Western Gate Preceptory, York Rite College 
and Knight Templar Priests. He has been a member of the Royal Order of Scotland 
since 1983 and has served as Provincial Grand Master. 

He was accepted into the Scottish Rite in 1968 and has served as Most Wise Sovereign 
of Victoria Chapter of Rose Croix. He is a member of the Jurisprudence and Legislation 
Committee. He was coroneted an Honourary Inspector General in Winnipeg in 2000 
and crowned an Active Member in Windsor in 2003 and held the office of Grand 
Marshall. 

Voluntary Retirement to Past Active Rank 
III. Bro. Robert Alfred Barnett, 33°, Past Active 

Bro. Robert Barnett was initiated into Centennial Lodge No 684 in 1960, passed on 
February 18, 1961 and raised as a Master Mason on May 15, 1961. He served as 
Worshipful Master in 1974 and is a Charter Life member of Daylight Lodge No 735 and 
a Life Member of Heritage Lodge No. 730. He served as District Deputy Grand Master 
in London East District in 1985-86. He was Editor of the Grand Lodge Quarterly 
Masonic Education Newsletter and was a member of the Grand Lodge Commission on 
Masonic buildings. He also served as a member of the Grand Lodge Committee on 
Masonic Education and was a Regional Director of the Masonic Foundation of Ontario. 

Other Masonic organizations included being a life member of Mocha Temple Shriners 
and is also a life member of the Shrine “alumni unit.” Bro. Bob was actively involved 
with the Boy Scout movement and community minor baseball and hockey. 
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Bro. Barnett joined the London Lodge of Perfection on March 30, 1962, London 
Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix on October 22, 1962 and Moore Sovereign Consistory 
on May 11, 1963. He was Most Wise Sovereign of London Sovereign Chapter of Rose 
Croix in 1980. 

He was coroneted an Honourary Inspector General, 33 Q , at Charlottetown on 
September 11, 1986 and was crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General at 
Thunder Bay on September 14, 1991. He served as Deputy for Ontario from 1998 to 
2003. 

Dispensations and Rulings

membership. Permission was granted. 

Linder Article 12, Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island, Newfoundland and Labrador were 
granted permission to nominate three candidates, one in each province. Permission 
was granted for these provinces that did not show an entitlement number. 

Request was received by the Deputy of British Columbia and Yukon Territory to have 
the 15 th degree communicated in the Valley Chapter Rose Croix in order for a brother to 
receive the 18 th degree in Fraser Valley. Permission was granted. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander granted dispensation to Thompson Valley Lodge of 
Perfection regarding the portion of the 7 th degree open to non-Scottish Riters to get an 
appreciation of what we are about, (no signs communicated) 

The Sovereign Grand Commander received Supreme Council sanction approval at the 
Thunder Bay session and ruled on the terms of amalgamation between Alexander 
Sheppard Chapter, Moose Jaw Valley and Regina Valley Chapter of Rose Croix in 
October, 2011. As a result the Valley of Moose Jaw will cease to exist. 

On November 19, 2011 the Sovereign Grand Commander granted dispensation for Le 
Consistoire du Phenix, prepared letters patent of constitution and conducted the 
constitution ceremony followed by the Installation Ceremony conducted by officers of 
Supreme Council.

During the six years I have served 
as an ex-officio Director there have been significant advances, not only in capital, but in 
organization and establishing an exciting forward vision. 

In 2014 the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation will celebrate its 50 th Anniversary. If we 
just take a moment to think about the beginning. We often praise the inventors of early 
time who set the stage for modern living, and I am talking about the inventions in 
medicine, technology and entertainment. Those Directors of our Foundation in the 
1960’s were inventors who had the foresight and vision to create a Charitable 
Foundation which today is recognized throughout this country. The impact we have had 
in the field of medicine and research has not gone unrecognized as we have awarded 
significant grants, and awards to many brilliant researchers. Some of these people 
have made significant gains, endeavoring to solve the “puzzles of the mind.” Scottish 
Rite Masons in every Valley in Canada have played a major role in donating funds 
yearly to bring our Foundation to today’s level.

I have had the 
privilege to sit on the National Learning Centre Committee and have held the Chair of 
the Board of Directors of the Learning Centre in Halifax since 2006 and I can truly say it 
has been the most rewarding volunteering I have ever done in my lifetime. The 
Charitable Foundation can be truly proud of the success of this program and the 
dedicated volunteers in six operating Centres in Canada.

International Meetings

Order of DeMolay 

The Order of DeMolay is a premier youth organization teaching young men between the 
ages of 12 and 21 to be better people and leaders.

It was started over 80 
years ago in Kansas, Missouri. 

There are areas in Canada where Chapters have been very successful. These young 
men who have gone through the DeMolay experience have been better able to face the 
challenges of life, as they reach maturity. It is not a given that all young men when they 
reach the age of 21 will become Freemasons, however, the influence of DeMolay will 
possibly bring them to our Order later in life. 

I give credit to those men who provide the leadership to young DeMolay members and 
guide and direct them through the challenging years of youth. It does take a sincere 
and dedicated commitment to provide this leadership. Everyone is a winner, better men 
are the result. 

Fraternal Relations 

It is important to maintain strong ties not only within our own Scottish Rite family, but the 
entire family of Freemasonry. This means maintaining close affiliation with all 
concordant bodies and confirms my belief that “working together” will benefit all of us. 
My position as President of the World Conference of Supreme Councils has increased 
our Supreme Council’s profile throughout the world. This is important in a changing 
world and we are better able to determine the validity of Supreme Councils who may be 
seeking amity with us. 
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Unfortunately, there are areas of the world where internal conflicts have necessitated us 
to stand back and examine closely our relationship with those Supreme Councils. In 
this regard, it is important to be kept well informed and to be apprised of any changes 
which allow us to re-examine our position. 

During my tenure in office I have had the occasion to meet many of the leaders of 
Supreme Councils throughout the world. Many of the younger Supreme Councils look 
to the senior Councils for recognition and mentorship and Canada is regarded as a 
senior Council. 

Our Committee on Fraternal Relations, under the very able Chairmanship of III. Bro 
John V Lawer, 33°, PSGC, keeps informed with regards to other Supreme Councils and 
other Masonic bodies throughout the world, and they in turn, advise me as Sovereign 
Grand Commander, with respect to that conduct. There have been situations 
throughout the world which require close investigation and our Committee has proven to 
be very diligent with respect to its mandate. 

We are very fortunate to have III. Bro. John V. Lawer, 33°, PSGC, heading this 
important Committee. III. Bro. John has up-to-date knowledge of the world Supreme 
Councils, and I personally thank him for his valued assistance to me and the Supreme 
Council over the past years. 

Conclusion 

This is my third and final allocution and to say the time has gone by quickly is so true. 
At the outset, three years seemed like a long time to serve in this office, but the fact is 
during that time I have visited all the Valleys and met so many dedicated Scottish Rite 
members and their families. You know, my theme has been “working together” and I 
have seen such positive and reassuring evidence of this, it does make me feel proud 
that the family of Scottish Rite and indeed Freemasonry is striving to keep the 
togetherness in place. 

You have heard me say many times, wherever one travels in this country, or the world, 
people of this family are the same; that is, warm, friendly and welcoming. It has been 
most evident in gatherings of families in a social environment. The fact people seem 
more relaxed in that type of atmosphere is why I have had many of my Valley visits in 
this manner. For me to highlight some of those occasions would take too much space 
here, but to all of the Valleys who welcomed me, whether it was in Lodge, on a dinner 
cruise, at a lobster supper, I thank all of you for welcoming me into your homes and 
hearts. 

In the three years since I was installed in our wonderful and special cathedral in 
Hamilton, our annual sessions have been in Moncton, Thunder Bay and this year in the 
beautiful, gateway to the west, the city of Winnipeg. Each of these experiences has 
been special, and for those candidates who received Honourary Inspector rank, I know 
it has been special for them too. It seems each annual session, wherever it is held, is 
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special, and while it means a lot of work for the organizing committees, Active and Past 
Active members, it is always worth it, and one leaves with a renewed spirit. It confirms 
my belief that we are working together. 

In this past year, I have had the opportunity to visit Valleys in British Columbia, Ontario, 
Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island, Quebec and New Brunswick. My visit to Montreal 
in November was my second visit to that Valley and on the latest occasion, it was for 
the consecration of the new French Consistory, Le Consistoire du Phenix. This was 
indeed a highlight for me and for Scottish Rite in Canada. The Valley of Montreal now 
has Lodges, Chapters and Consistories in both official languages. The lead up to the 
establishment of this meant much hard work and dedication for the Montreal 
membership in order to translate Rituals and other work. I am fortunate to have been 
involved and been able to take part in this historic occasion. My congratulations to the 
Valley of Montreal. 

I have said in my previous allocutions, working with the Deputies over the past three 
years has given me an opportunity to get to know them, and how impressed I am with 
their knowledge of each of the Valleys under their care. This does not surprise me, but 
traveling with these dedicated brothers to their Valleys certainly enables both of us to 
understand and get a personal insight into our mission and what the future holds for 
each Valley. I have seen, quite clearly, the high regard the Valley memberships have 
for their respective Deputies. Over the three years we have had some changes in 
Deputy positions, and it goes without saying, the new Deputies have quickly fitted in and 
in many cases look to their senior peers for mentorship, and I encourage this to happen. 
Our annual Deputies meetings at the annual sessions have brought forth great 
discussion and ideas. The concern about the entitlement, especially in smaller 
provinces was brought up at one such meeting and as a result new regulations have 
been adopted. I personally thank each of the Deputies for their hard work and 
dedication to Scottish Rite. 

The Advisory Council was established a number of years ago to provide support and 
advice to the Sovereign Grand Commander. I am pleased to say the Council is working 
well and it provides an opportunity to discuss and make recommendations to the 
Executive on many timely and proactive topics, such as the office administration, 
website, Clarion and future annual session sites and fraternal relations. I introduced a 
time segment in the agenda at the last two Advisory Council sessions wherein we took 
some time to discuss leadership and getting to know ourselves in relation to future 
growth and mission. These sessions have been very worthwhile and as a result we 
have encouraged the Charitable Foundation to take similar action and indeed in time we 
will have our Deputies carry some helpful guidance to our Valleys. We must position 
ourselves for future years by ensuring we have strong leadership in Valleys and 
throughout the organization. 

We have made changes in the structure and organization of our office in Hamilton and 
while we are still in the transition mode, III. Bro. Ken Rutherford, 33 Q , the COO and Ms. 
Carol Burke, the Administrative Officer have made the transition as smooth as possible

Since I became an Emeritus 
Member of our Supreme Council last month this may very well be my last opportunity to 
officially visit the Supreme Council of Canada. 

Thank you III. - . Brother Ronald MacDonald, 33 Q , Active Member from Nova Scotia for 
your most gracious toast to the visitors to the Sovereign Grand Commander’s Banquet 
at this the 138 th Annual Session of the Supreme Council of Canada. 

We the guests of the Supreme Council of Canada have been received with the warmest 
greetings and the firm handshake of friendship and Brotherly Love. It is with great 
anticipation that we all look forward to visiting this Supreme Council and greeting our 
Brothers and their ladies. The warmth of the sincere greetings by the members of the 
Supreme Council of Canada are greater than the warming rays of the August sun, 
greater than the expanse of this land, which extends from the Atlantic to the Pacific to 
the Artie oceans. 

Two hundred years ago, 1812, the Supreme Councils for the Northern Masonic 
Jurisdiction and Canada had not yet been chartered. There was a military conflict being 
fought between the forces of the United States and those of the British Empire including 
Canada.

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SRCF President’s Report 


Another year in our Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation of Canada history has passed. 
In 2014 we will be celebrating the Foundation’s 50 th Anniversary. A committee has been 
appointed to plan special events to commemorate this important milestone. Over the 
years, your Foundation has donated millions of dollars to support “Solving Puzzles of 
the Mind” in research grants and Learning Centres for Children. This has been made 
possible by investing the money in our Capital Fund and disbursing the earnings of 
those investments on an annual basis. Over the last 48 years, the Capital Fund has 
grown from $100,000 to approximately $15,000,000 today, all through the generous 
donations of Scottish Riters throughout Canada. 

Since 1964, the Foundation has been governed by a Board of Directors whose 
responsibility it is to manage, invest, grow, and donate the funds of the Foundation. Not 
an easy task, especially in the last several years with the ups and downs of the 
investment markets. Again this past year, as in all the years since its inception, I have 
been blessed with a team of excellent, talented and passionate Board Members, 
Committee Chairmen, Foundation Valley Representatives and Supreme Council Office 
staff. I thank all of you for your contributions to this great cause. 

In May 2012, through the efforts and Chairmanship of III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 33°, we 
have embarked on a “Penny for Your Thoughts” campaign. This is a great opportunity 
for all of us to save our pennies that are being phased out of circulation, and contribute 
them to our Foundation. I truly hope that all Scottish Rite Valleys and members will 
promote and support this endeavour over the next couple of years and make this 
campaign a great success. 

With the individual incorporation of the Learning Centres for Children, your Board has 
decided to establish another recognition pin for donors to those Centres. For several 
years now, the Foundation has provided a pin in the shape of the Foundation’s 
triangular logo to those who have donated $500 or more over a five year period.

His work and 
dedication in changing our Learning centre organization and governance has been 
outstanding.

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As I reflect on my three years as President, I am proud of what your Board has been 
able to accomplish. Some of the highlights have been the start-up of the joint publication 
of the Foundation and Supreme Council - the Clarion, the reorganization and 
governance of the Learning Centres, the increase from four to six Learning Centres 
(Barrie and Moncton), and stream lining office staff and duties.

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Grand Treasurer-General’s Report 

GRAND TREASURER-GENERAL’S REPORT 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am once again pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Auditor’s 
report for the year ended May 31, 2012, which will be published in the Annual 
Proceedings of this Session. Copies of these financial statements, which were 
approved following a meeting with our auditors can be found in the “Preliminary 
Proceedings.” The Financial Statements constitute both a general and detailed report 
of all revenues and expenses during the year pursuant to Article .28 [c] of the Statutes 
and Regulations of Supreme Council. 

The audited financial statements for Supreme Council for the year ended May 31,2012, 
were reviewed and discussed in detail with our auditors Grant Thornton LLP, Chartered 
Accountants. For the year ended May 31,2012, your Supreme Council experienced an 
excess of expenses over revenue before unrealized gain flossl on investments in the 
amount of $ 39,564 as compared to an excess of revenue over expenses in the amount 
of $ 41,064 for fiscal 2011. 

The statements of operations and the related schedules of expenses, which can be 
found in the “Preliminary Proceedings” present the results of operations for the year 
ended May 31,2012 together with the comparative figures for the year ended May 31,2011. 

In many areas, the operations for the year compared favourably to budget i.e. Revenue 
[$ 210,390 actual compared to budgeted amount of $215,200], Activities $ 14,731 
actual compared to budgeted amount of $15,300 and Officers and Committees [$ 
84,900 actual compared to budgeted amount of $ 89,295]. 

Areas of significant difference are as follows: Administration [$ 220,018 actual 
compared to budgeted amount of $ 132,200], Annual Sessions [$ 2,160 excess of 
revenue over expenses after travel of $ 23,318 compared to budgeted amount of 
excess of expenses over revenue after travel of $ 25,000], Net Investment Income 
[$67,535 actual compared to budgeted amount of $ 80,000]. 

The difference in Administration costs can be basically attributed to three issues: 

Changes to staffing in the office of the Grand Secretary-General whereby two long-term 
employees were terminated with the result that severance was paid out in the amount of 
$48,525. 

The departure of these individuals also resulted in the necessity to bring in part-time 
clerical staff at an increased cost. 
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With the various learning centres obtaining independent status, the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation, effective November 1, 2011 reduced the Supreme Council 
clerical services hours allocation percentage and these additional operating costs were 
in turn allocated to Supreme Council in the areas of staffing and equipment cost 
allocation. 

The difference with respect to the Annual Session Cost is somewhat self-explanatory 
and the Thunder Bay Organizing Committee are to be congratulated on not only the 
Session, but the financial success as well. A Job Well Done ! 


Financial Instruments 


As indicated in the notes to the financial statements, effective June 1, 2008, the 
organization adopted the accounting and disclosure requirements of the CICA’s two 
new accounting standards, Section 3862, Financial Instruments Disclosures, and 
Section 3863, Financial Instruments - Presentation. 

Effective June 1, 2008, the organization also adopted the CICA’s new accounting 
standard, Section 1535, Capital Disclosures, which requires the disclosure of both 
quantitative and qualitative information that enables the users of financial statements to 
evaluate the entity’s objectives, policies and processes for managing capital. 

The new standard did not have a material effect on the financial statements. 

As a result of the foregoing policy, it was necessary to provide for an unrealized loss on 
investments in the amount of $ 101,579 which resulted in an overall excess of expenses 
over revenue of $ 141,143 [i.e. $ 39,564 + $ 101,579]. 


Investments 


Our investment portfolios continue to be in the care of R.B.C. Dominion Securities and 
continue to perform relatively well despite the recent market volatility experienced over 
the past year as a result of European and American debt concerns and the recovery 
process of the American economy. I would recommend that they continue to be 
engaged for the ensuing year. The net value of the assets of the Supreme Council as 
at May 31,2012 consisting of cash on deposit and cash equivalents, investments at fair 
value together with amounts receivable, inventory and prepaid items, less liabilities for 
accounts payable and fees paid in advance totaled $ 1,562,311 as compared to 
$ 1,703,454 as at May 31,2011. 

Our investment income aggregated $ 75,684 for the year ended May 31, 2012 as 
compared to $ 68,566 in the prior year. The net loss on the disposal of investments 
during the year amounted to $ 8,149 as compared to net realized gains on the sale of 
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investments in the prior year of $13,434. Your Trustees and investment advisors 
continue to work within the guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment Policy, 
whereby the portfolios are generally managed within a maximum of 70% / 30% split of 
fixed income to equity investments. The details of the investment portfolios can be 
found in the audited financial statements and in the report of the Trustees. 

Note: Giving consideration to cash requirements during the past fiscal year, it was 
necessary to transfer from the General Investment Portfolio amounts aggregating 
$ 115,000 to fund ongoing operations of Supreme Council. 

In accordance with Art.28 [d] of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand Treasurer- 
General has submitted a draft annual budget plan for the ensuing fiscal year i.e. June 1, 
2012 to May 31, 2013. This proposed budget has been submitted to the Chairman of 
Audit and Finance and his committee for review and will be addressed in detail in due 
course and submitted for your approval. 


Actions During The Year 

In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General as outlined 
in the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand Treasurer-General, 
Grand Secretary-General and Chief Operating Officer are in regular communication 
throughout the year with our representative at R.B.C. Dominion Securities to review the 
investment portfolio and its performance. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Chief Operating 
Officer have met on a regular basis to review various matters in connection with the 
financial affairs of Supreme Council and other staffing and office matters. As indicated 
above, we have also met with our Auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants to 
review their report and the year-end audited financial statements. A special thanks to 
our auditors Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants, LLP for their overall assistance 
and interest during the year. 


Special Candidates Fund 

Once again, I am pleased to report that as a result of your confirmation to establish a 
Candidates’ Capital Fund, this new fund, as outlined in the audited financial statements 
received the initial seed money of $ 15,000 together with the contributions from the 
candidates and investment income over the past few years. The investment portfolio for 
this fund at fair value now aggregates $ 79,622 plus cash equivalents of $ 3,586 for a 
total of $ $ 83,208. 

This fund will increase with the contributions from this year’s class by approximately 
$ 4,950 i.e. 33 x $ 150. From here on in, the joining fee as outlined in the Statutes and 
Regulations of Supreme Council of every new Honorary Inspector-General will include 
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an amount of $150 or such amount as determined by Supreme Council from time to 
time. This amount will be invested in this Special Candidates’ Capital Fund. 

Again, It is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, annually 
Supreme Council would withdraw say eighty-five [85%] percent of the income earned by 
the fund to assist with the financial operations of Supreme Council. The capital would 
remain in tact. Accordingly, each year the fund will increase by the fifteen [15%] of the 
investment income retained in the fund, as well as the contributions made by the fees 
paid by the new Honorary Inspector-Generals and hopefully by capital appreciation on 
the investments being held. This recommendation, now implemented will provide an 
annual renewable source of capital in the future. 


Recommendations 


Membership 

As Grand Treasurer-General, I believe that it is incumbent upon me to again bring the 
following information and recommendation to the Supreme Council. 

In common with many fraternal organizations, declining membership and the associated 
loss of per-capita revenue as a result thereof, continue to plague our Supreme Council. 

The declining membership ultimately necessitates increased per-capita assessments to 
meet ever increasing costs, which in turn transfers the financial burden to the 
constituent bodies, who are experiencing the declining membership and the related 
financial hardships due to increased costs of operations. 

The result is that we are in a continual downward spiral. 

Accordingly, as your Grand Treasurer-General, I would once again suggest that our 
Supreme Council give serious consideration to embarking on a cross-Canada 
membership drive, carefully orchestrated to raise membership awareness and to 
establish new membership goals for each Valley. Naturally, such a program would 
require a dedicated team to design, implement and monitor the progress of the 
endeavour. This would no doubt necessitate the creation of new pamphlets and related 
membership material outlining Scottish Rite Masonry and the inherent value of 
membership in this time honoured fraternity. 

Membership Statistics 

Membership numbers are critical to not only the records of Supreme Council, but the 
various valleys as they dictate the annual assessment to Supreme Council. I would 
recommend that a small committee of Hamilton and local brethren be established to 
work with the Supreme Council staff to undertake a project to compare each valleys 
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membership statistics to the records maintained by Supreme Council with a view to 
reconciling any differences. 

Travel and Expense Allowance Submissions 

By way of a reminder to those brethren of Supreme Council, who submit travel and 
expenses for re-imbursement that it is imperative that these submissions are submitted 
on a timely and frequent basis and not left until the end of the year or even worse after 
the year end, which is May 31, annually. 

Doing so not only distorts the annual financial statements, but the current and prior 
year’s budget. Failure to comply, could result in the office denying the submission. 

Special Candidates’ Fees 

In view of the fact that the Special Candidates’ Fund was established in 2005 and that 
the annual fee during this period has remained unchanged, I would recommend that the 
Special Candidates’ Fee be increased to $200 effective for the 2013 Annual Session. 

This will not only include an inflation factor, but will partially offset the recent smaller 
classes. 


Conclusion 


In closing, I would once again wish to record a word of appreciation to all the Supreme 
Council staff for their loyal support throughout the year. And to all the Supreme Council 
brethren who have conscientiously applied fiduciary accountability in helping Supreme 
Council keep expenditures to budget. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General acknowledges the work and efforts of III. Bro. Kenneth 
Rutherford 33’ Chief Operating Officer and I would like to welcome to the office of the 
Grand Secretary-General Ms. Leslie Drake and Ms. Carol Burke. I look forward to 
working with them in the future. 

Again, a special word of thanks to III. Matthew F. Todd, 33 Q , Sovereign Grand 
Commander, III. Bro. Richard Brown, 33 Q , Lieutenant Grand Commander, 33 Q , III. Bro. 
Terry McLean, 33 9 , Grand Secretary-General and again III. Bro. Kenneth Rutherford, 
33 9 , Chief Operating Officer and the office staff at Supreme Council for all their 
assistance rendered to the Grand Treasurer-General during the past year.

Independent auditor’s report 


To the Members of 

Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and 


Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada, which comprise the statement of financial position as at 


May 31, 2012, and the statements of operations, changes in net assets and cash flows, the schedule of 
expenses and analysis of annual session for the year then ended, and a summary of significant accounting 
policies and other explanatory 7 information. 

Management’s responsibility for the financial statements 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of these financial statements in 
accordance with Canadian generally accepted accounting principles, and for such internal control as 
management determines is necessary to enable the preparation of financial statements that are free from 
material misstatement, whether due to fraud or error.

1. Purpose of the organization 

The Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada (“Supreme Council”) is a not-for-profit organization which serves as the central 
administrative body for Scottish Rite Freemasonry across Canada. 


2. Summary of significant accounting policies 
Cash and cash equivalents 

Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks and brokerage 
firms. 

Capital assets 

Equipment purchases which are significant are recorded at cost and amortization is provided 
on a straight-line basis over the assets' estimated useful lives. 

Revenue recognition 

The organization follows the restricted method of accounting for contributions. Restricted and 
unrestricted contributions are recognized as revenue in the year received or receivable. 

Dues income is recognized on the accrual basis of accounting. 

Fundraising revenue from events is recognized in the year of the event. 

Investments 

Investments are stated at fair value. Fair value is an estimate of the amount of consideration 
that would be agreed upon in an arm’s-length transaction between knowledgeable, willing 
parties who are under no compulsion to act. Market values are determined using listed market 
values. 

Financial instruments 

Financial instruments classified as held-for-trading are measured at fair value with changes in 
fair value recognized in the statement of operations. Financial assets classified as held-to- 
maturity or as loans and receivables and financial liabilities not classified as held-for-trading are 
measured at amortized cost. Available-for-sale financial assets are measured at fair value.

during the reporting period. Where estimation uncertainty exists, the financial statements have 
been prepared within reasonable limits of materiality. Actual results could differ from those 
estimates.

7. Contingency 

The Council sponsored the 2010 World Conference of Sovereign Grand Commanders of the 
various Supreme Councils throughout the world. The conference, which was held in Toronto in 
May, 2010, was designed to be self-sustaining financially. In 2011, the Council paid for a deficit 
in the amount of $ 11,826. It is projected there will be further expenses ranging from $ 5,000 to 
$ 10,000 which the Council will fund. There is insufficient evidence to determine a reasonable 
estimate of the amounts; therefore no liability has been recorded in the financial statements. 


8. Capital management 

The Supreme Council considers its investments as capital and its capital management 
objective is to establish a strong investment base for future growth and to ensure future working 
capital needs are met. The Council has no externally imposed capital requirements. 


9. Financial instruments 

The value of a financial instrument can be affected by changes in interest rates, foreign 
exchange rates, equity and commodity prices and credit spreads. 

Market risk 

Market risk is the potential for loss from changes in the value of financial instruments. 

The Supreme Council is exposed to market risk in the investment portfolio as well as through 
non-trading activities. Market risk in investment activities is managed by the senior 
management of Supreme Council and every investment transaction is guided by policy and 
regulatory limitations.

Liquidity risk 

Liquidity risk is the risk that the organization cannot meet a demand for cash or fund obligations 
as they come due. Liquidity risk also includes the risk of not being able to liquidate assets in a 
timely manner at a reasonable price. Management manages liquidity risk and monitors the 
cash and funding needs on a daily basis.

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10. Related party transactions 

During the year, Supreme Council paid and charged back the salaries and employment taxes 
for the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. These transactions are in the normal course of 
business and measured at the exchange amount, which are the actual amounts paid. Scottish 
Rite Charitable Foundation is a not-for-profit organization whose board and directors are 
members of the Supreme Council.

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The duties and responsibilities of the Board of Trustees of this Supreme Council Can be 
found in Article35 of the Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme Council 33 Q of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 

Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 

Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31,2012, the net assets under its charge 
totaled $ 1,562,311 compared to $ 1,703,454 as at May 31,2011. The decrease in the 
net assets in the amount of $ 141,143 is represented by an operating excess of 
expenses over revenue of $ 39,564 plus a year end adjustment for unrealized [ loss ] on 
investments in the amount of $ 101,579 for a net excess of expenses over revenue in 
the amount of $ 141,143. 

During the last fiscal year, securities matured or were sold with the result that Supreme 
Council realized a net capital loss of $ 8,149 as compared to a net capital gain of 
$ 13,434 in 2011 together with investment income of $ 75,684 [2011 - $ 68,566 ]. The 
total of investment income and net capital losses in the amount of $ 67,535 [ 2011 - $ 
82,000 ] was $ 12,465 short of the budgeted amount of $ 80,000. 

The Supreme Council investment portfolios aggregated $ 1,527,947 at market value as 
at May 31, 2012. Note, additional cash is included in the cash and cash equivalents, 
which represents residual cash in the broker’s accounts of the General Investments and 
the Special Candidates’ Fund in the amounts of $ 25,277 and $ 3,586 respectively for a 
total of $ 28,863. Thus, bringing the total investment portfolios to $ 1,556,810 as at May 
31,2012 as compared to 

$ 1,720,858 at May 31,2011. The cash on hand as at May 31, 2012 was the result of 
net cash from maturities and purchases of investments together with investment income 
accumulated in the cash accounts of the two portfolios.

Your Trustees and our investment advisor R.B.C. Dominion Securities continue to work 
within the guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby we manage 
the portfolios generally within a maximum 70% / 30% split of fixed income to equity 
securities. Information provided by R.B.C. Dominion Securities indicates that since the 
year 2000, the General Investment Portfolio has experienced an overall rate of return of 
5% and the Special Candidates’ Fund since its establishment in 2005 has experienced 
an overall return of 6.7%. 

We would also advise that all securities were held in accordance with the requirements 
of ART .35 [b] of the Statutes and Regulations and income there-from is paid to the 
Supreme Council on request except for investment income earned on the Special 
Candidates’ Fund, which is internally restricted until such time as the fund balance and 
the investment income there-from become meaningful. 

In some years, it is unnecessary to transfer any funds to the Supreme Council, however 
during fiscal 2012 cash requirements were such that it necessitated the transfer of 
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$ 115,000 from the General Investment Portfolio to the Supreme Council bank account, 
which effectively represented the net investment income plus an additional $ 47,465 of 
prior year’s investment income. 

Recommendation 


As indicated above, the Supreme Council Investment Policy adopted a number of years 
ago established that the General Investment Portfolio be managed within a maximum 
70% / 30% split of fixed income securities to equity securities. 

Given the historic low interest rates, which currently prevail and the fact that they might 
even go lower and also that these rates appear to be with us for the foreseeable future, 
your Trustees would recommend that the Supreme Council Investment Policy be 
amended to allow a maximum of 70% fixed income securities and a maximum of 50% 
equity securities with a target of 50% fixed income securities plus 50% equity securities. 
Current fixed income securities attract investment income of approximately 1% to 2% 
whereas many “blue-chip" securities can attract approximately 4% to 6.75%. 

Granted that there is more risk in this change, but in due course Supreme Council 
should realize increased investment income and hopefully increased capital 
appreciation on the securities. 

Once again, we continue to be pleased with the services of R.B.C. Dominion Securities 
and generally the performance of the portfolios despite the ongoing slow economy and 
the European and American debt concerns. We would like to express our thanks to Mr. 
Richard te Boekhorst and his staff at R.B.C. Dominion Securities for their assistance 
and interest. Accordingly, we would recommend the continuing engagement of this firm 
to administer the Supreme Council Investment portfolios.

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I have the honour to present my sixth annual report to the Supreme Council as Deputy 
for Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island, Newfoundland and Labrador on the state of the 
rite as required by article 26(b) of the Statutes and Regulation of the order. 

Although we are pleased to report no deaths of our Honorary, Active and Past Active 
members of Supreme Council, we still feel the loss of our members who have 
contributed so much to the progress of the rite in my jurisdiction. 

Membership 

The total membership of the jurisdiction shows a decrease during the year of 20 
members. However since being installed as Deputy six years ago in 2006, membership 
has declined by 190 members, with the largest decline being in the Valley of Halifax of 
143 members. In 2006 the total membership of that Valley was 523 members and in 
2011 it is 380 members. The only Valley in my jurisdiction showing a modest increase is 
St. John’s with an overall increase of 3 members over a six year period. 

Official Visits 


Valley of Halifax, NS 

On October 14 and 15, I had the opportunity to make my official visit to the Victoria 
Lodge of Perfection during their annual reunion. The degrees were very well portrayed 
in a dignified manner and were, I am sure, well received by the candidates who 
expressed their gratitude and appreciation through a class spokesman. 

On October 15 I had the opportunity to attend a banquet marking the official visit of our 
Sovereign Grand Commander III.'.

Valley of Barrie 

The Valley of Barrie suffered an enormous loss with the passing of III. Bro. Donald N. 
Campbell, 33°, Past Active Member of Supreme Council on May 28, 2012. III. Bro. 
Campbell was one of the most respected Masons in all of Canada, and fiercely 
dedicated to the Valley of Barrie. He served as our Active Member for 14 years, Deputy 
for Ontario for three terms, and as Grand Secretary-General of Supreme Council as 
well. His sage advice, direction and leadership will be very much missed. A Masonic 
Service in Donald’s honour was held on May 29 with a host of Masons in attendance - 
including the Deputy Grand Master and our Sovereign Grand Commander. His funeral 
on May 30 was equally well attended with many friends, family - and numerous Scottish 
Rite members - there to support June and the Campbell family and to celebrate Don’s 
life.

Masons Day in May 2012 saw a 
number of Masons from around jurisdiction in attendance. Portions of the 7th, 16th & 
25th Degrees were presented and several applications received immediately. The 
Annual Supreme Council meeting in May saw 106 members, spouses & widows in 
attendance. The 16th Annual Pig Roast in August was also well attended. The Valley 
also has Craft Lodge Degree Teams. There are two complete teams which confer the 
3rd Degree when invited by Lodges throughout the jurisdiction. The teams visited 
Patterson Grey Lodge No. 265 G.R.C. in Thornhill (Fall 2011) and Harris Lodge No. 216 
G.R.C. in Orangeville (Spring 2012). 
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The Valley of Barrie is now gearing up for the hosting the 2013 Annual Session at Blue 
Mountain Resort in Collingwood, Ontario. The various committees have been formed 
and are hard at work. 

Valley of Hamilton 

Last year, in the report of the Valley of Hamilton, it was noted that the Valley was so 
delighted that III. Bro. Clifford M. Tootell, 33° had been presented with the John Ross 
Matheson Award at the Supreme Council session in Moncton in September 2010. 
Sadly, this year we must report that III. Bro. Tootell was called to the Grand Lodge 
above on January 13, 2012. His passing was very sudden and needless to say, has left 
an immense void in the Valley and for the Scottish Rite in Canada. Clifford was an 
immense source of knowledge with regard to all things Masonic. He was a huge source 
of ongoing support for the Valley of Hamilton, particularly with regard to the operation of 
the facility in general and the Cathedral in particular. Clifford very much exemplified the 
ideals of a Freemason in all aspects of his life. He was a wonderful mentor for so many 
people. III. Bro. Tootell will be sorely missed. 

Over the last year, 20 candidates were initiated into Murton Lodge of Perfection. 
Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix initiated 17 candidates and Moore Sovereign 
Consistory initiated 100 candidates. 

As Deputy, I attended a number of meetings in the Valley during the year and my 
Official Visit was to the Spring Reunion of Moore Sovereign Consistory on May 10 
and 11. 

In January 2012 the Election and Installation of Officers for each of Murton Lodge of 
Perfection, Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix and Moore Sovereign Consistory 
were held. 

The Valley of Hamilton is to be congratulated on the publication of the Valley Talk; a 
short and informative publication that is sent to the Brethren. 

Once again, the Hamilton Valley through the Scottish Rite Club hosted a very 
successful Golf Tournament on August 18, 2011. III. Bro. Gary Magwood, 32° deserves 
a great deal of credit for making this event happen on an annual basis. Murton Lodge 
of Perfection hosted “Breakfast at the Rite” once again on December 3, 2011. As 
always, the function was a huge success with well over 300 attendees including jolly old 
St. Nick himself. 

III. Bro. Donald D. Thornton, 33° stepped down as an Active Member of Supreme 
Council at the session in Thunder Bay in September of 2011. The Valley is grateful for 
all Don’s work and support over the many years he served as an Active Member of 
Supreme Council. III. Bro. Victor Lepp, 33° was coroneted a Sovereign Grand 
Inspector-General at the same session and also installed as a Deputy for Ontario. The 
Hamilton Valley is very proud to have III. Bro. Lepp serving in this capacity. 
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The Valley of Hamilton was delighted that two of its members became Honorary 
Inspectors-General at the annual session in Thunder Bay in September of 2011. We 
congratulate III. Bros. A. Scott McIntyre, 33° and Warren E. Page, 33°. 

The Valley of Hamilton would particularly like to thank their four Active Members of 
Supreme Council, III. Bros. Allard B. Loopstra, Victor Lepp, Robert S. Whitmore and H. 
Edward Standish, for all of their efforts on behalf of the Valley. The Hamilton Valley 
Advisory Committee, the coordinating body for the Hamilton Valley, is in the process of 
taking a critical look at many aspects of the operation of the Valley. Our Active 
Members are playing a pivotal role in providing guidance and support to the committee 
as it carries out this important task. We are looking forward to the upcoming year with 
great anticipation. 

Valiev of Kingston 

It was an exciting year in the Kingston Valley which began with the visit of the Deputy 
for Ontario. I had an opportunity to have lunch with the HIG's of the Valley and to 
discuss some issues with them and to hear their thoughts on Scottish Rite Freemasonry 
in the Valley of Kingston. During the afternoon I met with III. Bros. Trousdale and 
Thornton. Dinner was with the officers of the Lodge and Chapter. This was highlighted 
by III. Bro. David Quinn T.P.G.M bringing III. Bro. John Ross Matheson, 33 Q to the 
dinner. I was officially received into the Lodge of Perfection where the 4th degree was 
conferred on the candidates. The Deputy’s visit is important to the Valley as it allows 
the opportunity for discussion and for members to voice any concerns they may have. 

Another highlight in the year was the annual visits to Belleville and Brockville where 
Degrees were conferred. These visits are necessary and important because it helps the 
brethren in the East and West to feel a part of our Valley. 

At Christmas, the Valley had its first annual ladies night which was a wonderful event 
and enjoyed by all. They had a great turnout and plans are underway for this year's 
event. 

Kingston Valley is experiencing a small but steady increase of new members. This year 
4 Brethren received their 14th Degree, 4 received their 18th Degree. However there 
was a net loss of 6 members in the Lodge of Perfection and 5 members in the Chapter 
Rose Croix. The Valley is somewhat unique in that degrees are conferred, one degree 
per month, over a period of two years, the Lodge of Perfection degrees the first year 
and the Chapter Rose Croix degrees the second year. Members then travel to Hamilton 
or Ottawa to obtain their consistory degrees. Arrangements are made for candidates 
who are unable to be present for a compulsory degree to attend reunions in 
Peterborough or Ottawa to obtain those degrees. 

Many thanks to III. Bro. Stephen Hannah, 33° for the work he put into compiling a 
manual for the Degrees in the Lodge of Perfection. This is a wonderful resource and we 
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look forward to receiving a manual for the Rose Croix, with thanks again to III. Bro 
Hannah. 

Special thanks to III. Bro. John Trousdale, 33° Active Member from the Valley of 
Kingston and to III. Bro. Donald R. Thornton for their support. 

Valiev of Ottawa 

Membership in the Valley of Ottawa has continued to show a downward trend in the last 
year with fewer new members and exacerbated by deaths and 
suspensions/withdrawals. The new members were as follows: Lodge = 4; Chapter = 3; 
Consistory = 3. While the net loss for each body was greater than 50. The Total 
Membership in Lodge and Chapter has dropped below 500 while it is still slightly above 
500 in Consistory. These are the lowest membership numbers in years. 

The Finances and Annual Dues of the Valley continue to be a problem, but an 
improvement from the previous year. Delinquent Rate at yearend is around 20% in 
Lodge and Chapter and 40% in Consistory. The number of Life or Honorary members 
as a percentage of total members is relatively high in Lodge and Chapter (around 35%); 
while in Consistory it is 66%. This means that the operation of the Valley of Ottawa is 
borne largely by dues paying members (annual dues were increased to $75 for each of 
the three bodies and initiation fees for the three bodies total $725), supplemented by 
draws from the Cumulative Funds. 

The size of the Cumulative Dues Funds is healthy even though rates of return on 
investments have been quite low 

During the year Lodge of Perfection had 8 meetings, Chapter of Rose Croix had 6 and 
Consistory had 5, supplemented by Advisory Committee and Executive Committee 
Meetings. The Official Visit to the Valley of Ottawa was on Monday March 28 to visit the 
Chapter of Rose Croix and to see the 18th Degree. 

After 13 years as Executive Secretary of the Valley of Ottawa, III Bro Dave Mackey, 33° 
retired. He contributed regularly, with professionalism and integrity, to the health and 
future prosperity of the Valley. There was a seamless and smooth transition to the new 
Executive Secretary, Jeffrey Christie, 33°, who has assumed his duties with enthusiasm 
and imagination. III. Bro. Christie is completing a rationalization of our hardware and 
software requirements for greater effectiveness and efficiency while creating a complete 
data base to meet ongoing requirements of the Valley and Supreme Council. 

The Valley has developed a new Website (http://ottawavalleyscottishrite.com/) for the 
Scottish Rite as a useful and rapid communications tool. The number of ‘hits’ continues 
to increase as the site continues to be populated with useful information and timely 
announcements. 
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The Valley held another Master Mason Night on March 20, hosted by Dalhousie Lodge 
No 52 which was attended by a significant number of Masons, from whom we expect a 
number of applications. 

Work is slowly continuing on the feasibility of establishing a Learning Centre for 
Dyslexic Children in Ottawa. 

At the Annual Meeting of the Valley Honorary Inspectors General, the Committee for the 
Revitalization of Scottish Rite in the Valley of Ottawa: was formed, under the 
Chairmanship of III Bro Alan Arbuckle, to explore ways of recruiting, retaining and 
revitalizing membership in the Valley of Ottawa. The first step in the process is to 
conduct a Phone Survey in June, 2012 of every member (>500) to determine why they 
are not attending and to ascertain what might increase participation rates. Results will 
be analyzed by the end of August with action anticipated in September, 2012 

The Valley mourns the loss in January of III Bro Lloyd Moar, 33°, the iconic Almoner of 
the Valley for some 20 years. He attended, in his own inimitable style, with dedication 
and compassion, to the needs of countless Scottish Rite Masons for over 2 decades. 
He has been replaced by III Bro William Burns 33°. 

While much has already been done, much remains: Officer Progression in each of 
Lodge, Chapter and Consistory; need for new cast members to replace “retiring” 
stalwarts; need for greater attendance at Degree Portrayals; need for more candidates 
to replenish membership afflicted by deaths, demits and suspensions; need for Masonic 
Education; need for retentive measures such a social events; need for greater 
participation in the work of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. The list is endless, 
the challenges are numerous and daunting. 

The Valley needs, more than ever, an unqualified commitment on the part of every 
member, to get involved, to become engaged, to participate, to ensure the future 
timeless vitality of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the Valley of Ottawa. 

Special thanks to III. Bro. Sam Kalinowsky, 33° Active Member from the Valley of 
Kingston for his support and efforts promoting the Scottish Rite in the Valley of Ottawa. 

Valiev of Peterborough 

The Valley hosted its annual golf tournament fundraiser for the Learning Centres on 
August 12, 2011 at the Warkworth Golf Club. It was a great day with a full slate of 
golfers out for the 9:30am shotgun start. Monies raised were donated to the Foundation 
at the Fall reunion of the Valley, held on October 28, 29 and November 5, 2011. We 
had seven candidates for the Fall reunion and the work was performed well. 

The Valley members of Supreme Council held a ladies' night at the Zest Bistro in Port 
Hope in November. It was well attended and all enjoyed fine food and fellowship. Also 
in attendance were III. Bro. Russ Palin and his wife Joanna. Russ is a Past TPGM and 
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a candidate to receive the 33rd degree at the annual session in Winnipeg. He is a 
talented individual who will continue to make positive contributions to the Scottish Rite. 

Installations for both constituent bodies were held on November 24, 2011. III. Bros. 
Robert Webster and Stephen McCarthy were installed as TPGM and MWS respectively. 
They have been diligent in the discharge of their duties to date. In particular, they have 
taken advantage of their past membership on the Administrative Council to become fully 
conversant with the issues and business of the Valley. As such they were fully prepared 
to conduct the business of the Valley and make changes for improvement where this 
was necessary. The Administrative Council continued to meet last fall and this spring to 
strengthen Valley administration and officer advancement. All incoming officers in both 
bodies now receive a Manual for Officers of the Constituent Bodies and an information 
sheet detailing the expectations of officers.

The Valley is taking strides to recognize the members who have achieved 25 years, 50 
years and 60 plus years in Scottish Rite Freemasonry. At the May Lodge of Perfection 
Reunion 15 of these Brethren were recognized. 

The Valley of Toronto continues to produce the Toronto Valley News in the spring and 
fall. 

The Valley of Toronto has also undertaken to revamp its website 
(www.valleyoftoronto.com). The major addition this year is a calendar system with the 
degrees and rehearsals now available through the website. 

The Valley has also actively pursued the use of electronic distribution of Summons and 
other notices to its membership. Email addresses are now available for over 32% of the 
membership and more than 27% have agreed to receive all correspondence from the 
Valley electronically.

I hereby submit my annual report on the Scottish Rite Valleys of the Province of Quebec 
for the year ended May 31,2012. 

Consecration of a New Consistory 

Needless to state that the highlight of our last Masonic year was the consecration of our 
new Consistory working in French in the Valley of Montreal: le “Consistoire du Phenix”. 
It received its charter on November 19, 2011 from the hands of our S.G.C. himself, III. 
Bro. Matthew F. Todd, 33°, who was accompanied by the Grand Secretary-General and 
two other Active Members from Ontario. It was a great day and I refer you to the article 
that appeared in the last issue of the Clarion for more ample details about this 
extraordinary event which will remain a fond memory for all present. 

Visitations 


On October 13, 2011, accompanied by my lady, I represented our S.G.C. in the City of 
Granby at the occasion of the banquet held during the Annual Meeting of the Quebec 
Provincial Grand Chapter of the Eastern Star. Interestingly, the Grand Matron 
announced that their ritual, now available in French, has been formally approved and 
that they are looking forward to organizing their first Chapter working in French. 

Accompanied by III. Bro. P. Foisy, 33°, R. Laframboise, 33° and M.-A. Sicard, 32°, I 
made my official visit to the Valley of Quebec on Maundy Thursday on April 5 last. We 
were received with all honours and the usual courtesies. The other good news for the 
Rite in our Province is that the Valley of Quebec has finally adopted the French 
language for all of its work. This was indeed a pleasant outcome as the undersigned, 
formally endorsed by the S.G.C. himself during his visit last year, had consistently 
advocated for such a change in a City with a 95% majority of French speaking citizens. 
In fact, the Brethren of Quebec were glad to report having received three new petitions 
for membership and a request for reinstatement since the two bodies had installed their 
officers in French in February. 

On April 21, I represented our S.G.C. at the Annual Communication of the Grand 
Chapter of the Royal Arch Masons of Quebec. They also report an encouraging rise in 
petitions. At that occasion, I had the pleasure to meet and discuss with an ex- 
Montrealer, III. Bro. Ted Flarrison, 33°, who, in his capacity of General High Priest, is at 
the helm of the General Grand Chapter International of Royal Arch Masons based in 
New York City. On that day, III Bro. John E. Leidi, 33°and III. Bro. Paul Arturi, 33° were 
installed as First and Second Principal, respectively. 

Finally, I was present on May 26 last, at the occasion of the Annual Communication of 
la Grande Loge du Quebec, where I brought the greetings of our Supreme Council and 
its S.G.C. III.

Grants from the Foundation 


During the month of November, 2011 I personally presented two renewed major grants 
destined for nominees within the Province of Quebec.

M. A. Sicard, 32°, we went to Quebec City and 
finally found our way to the office of D r Sebastien Hebert, in spite of a labyrinth of 
corridors within the Research Institute of Laval University.

I did not issue any formal dispensation during the course of the last year, except to 
allow the ceremony of Relighting the Lights to take place on the Monday following 
Easter Day, for both the Valleys of Quebec and Montreal. 

The Work 


In Montreal, generally, the work was of very good quality. This year again however, 
especially in the French bodies, the delivery of the ritual by heart was still sometimes 
poor, happily with some brilliant exceptions. A good example of fraternal cooperation 
was the help extended by III.

Robert R. McConnell, 33°, one of the 
best ritualists we have seen, and III. Bro. Jean-Luc Dutil, 33°, a gentleman if there ever 
was one. 

Appreciation 

I wish to extend special thanks to our Active Member for Quebec, III. Bro. James S. 
Ross, 33° who provided me all the advice and help needed, whenever asked for. I also 
wish to thank all Presiding Officers and the Grand-Secretaries of both Valleys in this 
Province, the Chairman of the Executive Committee of the Valley of Montreal, all the 
Inspectors-General who were actively involved within our provincial jurisdiction, as well as the 
Grand Secretary-General, the C.O.O. and their devoted staff in Hamilton, for all the assistance 
and the on-going support they provided me in the discharge of my mandate.

Valley of Regina 

In addition to regular meetings, the Regina Valley was finally able to finalize one very 
important item of business. The amalgamation with the Valley of Moose Jaw was finally 
made official on Nov.17, 2011.
